the San Francisco Public Utilities 

Commission, came by the office 
last week to tell us she’s actually a big 
supporter of public power. That 
came in the wake of our May 4 edito- 
rial that called the PUC a “badly 
managed and antagonistic agency” 
and argued that Leal’s shop should 
never be in charge of community- 
choice aggregation. 

Leal was her usual gregarious self, 
telling us how she’s brought in a 
public power-friendly staff (headed 
by Barbara Hale) and has no fear of 
taking on Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. In fact, she said her comments to 
the San Francisco Chronicle several 
weeks ago, in which she announced 
she supports public power, led to a 
flurry of phone calls from lobbyists. 

Leal said she’s supporting commu- 
nity-choice aggregation (a step to- 
ward public power), but cautiously. 
Her main goal right now, she said, is 
to convince the public that the PUC 
is “not a bozo agency” and can thus 
be trusted with running an electric 
utility. In the end, she insisted, the 
PUC could and should operate a 
full-fledged municipal electric utility. 

That’s fine; I'd prefer not to have 
any bozo agencies around, either. But 
here’s where it gets tricky. I asked her 
for her timeline; when, exactly, did 
she expect to be kicking out PG&E 
and running a power system? Next 
year? 2008? 2010? What’s the plan 
here, and how does it play out? 

Well, Leal hemmed and hawed, 
but finally admitted she has no 
idea. She has no plan for bringing 
public power to San Francisco. So 
far it’s all words. And until I see her 
come forward with a real proposal 
(or publicly sign on to someone 
else’s, or even cooperate with the 
Local Agency Formation Commis- 
sion on a feasibility study), ’'m not 
going to be convinced. It still 
sounds bozo to me. 

Some of the same thing, sad to say, 
went on last week with World Envi- 
ronmental Day. Some nice speeches. 
Some cool gadgets on view. But as we 
point out on page 11, creating a real 
environmental agenda for a city like 
San Francisco requires some tough 
decisions — starting with specific, 
enforceable limits on future com- 
mercial development. Until we ac- 
cept a sustainable economy (not 
overly dependent on new biotech 
firms), we aren’t going to have a 
green city.

Negative-sum folly 

Steven T. Jones complains that gradual 
bicycle-plan implementation “doesn’t 
help San Francisco live up to its claim to 
being a ‘transit-first’ city” (“The Slow 
Lane,” 5/18/05). But the notion his arti- 
cle endorses — ceasing to measure traf- 
fic congestion as a significant environ- 
mental impact, to facilitate “steal[ing] a 
lane from cars” for conversion to bike 
lanes — would be much worse. 

With fewer mixed-use lanes and more 
congestion, buses would get slowed 
down along with the cars. That’s transit 
last. The “lucky” few cyclists would suf- 
fer too, as air quality worsened. 

“Stealing” lanes is worse than a zero- 
sum game. It’s a negative-sum folly, in 
which everyone loses. 

As a longtime cyclist and bike advo- 
cate, I offer this more effective prescrip- 
tion for that elusive goal of getting more 
bikes on the road: First, stop whining 
and get on your bike. (That’s one more 
already!) Second, as you ride, watch out 
for commonsense improvements that 
could make it safer to share the road 
while penalizing no one. 

Third, be courteous (albeit firm about 
your rights) with motorists — this builds 
respect for cyclists. Finally, smile, and 
look like you're enjoying your ride.

Save CHIPPS 

Mayor Gavin Newsom did the right thing 
last week in proposing to spend $100,000 
of city money for a home-injury pre- 
vention program for seniors. The Com- 
munity and Home Injury Prevention 
Program for Seniors was an outstand- 
ing education program run by the De- 
partment of Pubic Health until grant 
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funding ended in February 2004. 
CHIPPS helped many seniors in San 
Francisco prevent falls and injuries. 
CHIPPS also provided home-safety as- 
sessments, and contractors actually in- 
stalled safety devices, such as grab bars 
and safety rails, in seniors’ homes. 

The ball is now in the court of the 
Board of Supervisors to come up with the 
remaining $45,000 needed to fully fund 
the program this year. Sup. Ross Mirkari- 
mi led the fight for Senior Action Net- 
work and Network for Elders to get this 
far. We hope his colleagues on the Budget 
Committee can fill out the funding of 
this cost-effective, life-saving program. 

The CHIPPS program would literal- 
ly save millions in costs of emergency 
room visits and long-term care. The 
CHIPPS program could be one piece of 
good news in a year when city revenues 
still remain low because downtown cor- 
porations are not paying for their fair 
share of the budget.

women of color with a superiority complex, 

I found my way to San Francisco for a reason. 
I came here because in the rest of the country 
Pm a freak. It’s not so safe in Middle America for 
a person like myself, but it’s different here. San 
Francisco is our oasis, and we form a beautiful 
mosaic of every different kind of person that can 
possibly exist. Together we are the unstoppable 
force that said no to the Manhattanization of 
San Francisco in the 1980s and said yes to the 
progressive supermajority of the 2000 Board of 
Supervisors. 

In 1999, Tom Ammiano came out of nowhere 
and scared the hat off Willie Brown by registering 
homeless folks to vote in the mayor’s race: It turns 
out street people can list an intersection as a pri- 
mary residence. It was a tantalizing example of 
how even the most disenfranchised in San Fran- 
cisco have the right to cast a vote. 

In 2003, Matt Gonzalez came out of nowhere 
and scared the pants off Gavin Newsom because 
his candidacy showed the depth of progressive 
values in San Francisco. The grassroots refused 
to swallow Newsom’s trumped-up giveaway to 
luxury high-rise developers, and in the March 
2004 election, right after Newsom’s razor-thin vic- 
tory, the Workforce Housing Initiative was killed 
by 70 percent of voters. 

After a few good licks, Newsom did the right 
thing and obeyed the will of the voters. He moved 
to the left, walked the UNITE HERE Local 2 pick- 
et line during the hotel strike, and did that won- 
derful thing instigating queer marriage. A wide 
cross-section of San Francisco — progressives, 
moderates, and apolitical, old-fashioned romantics 
— shared the joy of the LGBTQ community. 

All of which leads to naming the elephant in the 
room. Let’s face it. Most people in San Francisco 
share our values. We have everything we need to 
have our voices heard. 

Let us raise them in plans and actions, rather 
than complaints! Let us let go of assumptions that 
we are just as powerless as we used to be, struggling 
to get out of whatever godforsaken, right-wing 


[ many politically radical, sexually deviant 


hell hole we came from. 

Can we believe in our own power? Our com- 
mon vision? Can we invent San Francisco in our 
own image, with all the things we dream of? Can 
we have a living wage and health care for all, 
friendship between all races, classes, and orienta- 
tions, affordable housing, and marriage equality? 
Can we have it all, and more? 

The San Francisco Peoples’ Organization be- 
lieves this can happen. Our members have re- 
cently come together with the basic optimistic be- 
lief that we can make a difference. We come to- 
gether with the hope that we can be the best of 
ourselves, even when we've seen the worst. We 
believe that we can seize the day and take our ac- 
tivism to the next level. 

The time is now. There is no other time. There 
will be no more perfect moment to create San 
Francisco as we would like it to be. 

We've heard it all as we build our coalition. 
We're not Asian enough, not Black enough, not 
queer enough, not Latino enough. But that’s the 
point. We welcome everyone — diversity and 
breadth are our means and our mission. Our goal 
is to build vital friendships between the young 
activists inspired by Matt Gonzalez, seasoned 
union organizers, queers, immigrant communities, 
and every stripe in between. Our power is in our 
unstoppable belief that these alliances can be 
forged despite our differences. 

Our founding convention is a new beginning. 
We are electing 17 board members, and we en- 
courage you to run for a seat. We welcome you 
to bring issues and ideas, the best and the bright- 
est San Francisco has to offer. Join us on Satur- 
day, June 11. We believe you have the power to 
move us. *

A green city agenda 


officials from 68 cities gathered in San Francisco 

last week to discuss global (and more important, 
local) environmental issues. The philosophy, which 
Mayor Gavin Newsom briefly discussed in his ad- 
dress to a festive crowd gathered outside City Hall, 
was absolutely correct, even visionary: National 
and regional governments in many. places — cer- 
tainly starting with the United States — are simply 
failing to address critical environmental issues. 
Since more than half the world’s population now 
lives in cities, it’s going to fall to urban leaders to take 
ona wide range of social and political issues in the 
coming years. And we could certainly argue that San 
Francisco (home of the 1950s freeway revolt and the 
1960—70s anti-high-rise campaigns) is the 
birthplace of the modern urban environ- 
mental movement in the United States. 

Of course, there is a certain irony in this 
sort of event (starting with the fact that it 
was sponsored in part by Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co., which, among other things, 
owns and operates a nuclear power plant, 
and by Shell Oil, the world’s largest fossil fuel pro- 
ducer). Watching the delegates entertaining them- 
selves amid the thousands of flashing lights and 
power-sucking electronic games at the Metreon, or 
dining on gourmet food under a party tent at the 
Hunters Point recycling center, or arriving in town 
in motorcades with police escorts to avoid traffic, 
can make all the talk of sustainable urban ecology 
seem kind of silly. 

But there’s a much larger issue here for San 
Franciscans. Because, for all the city’s attempts to 
portray itself as one of the nation’s greenest cites, 
San Francisco’s public policy is still very much 
rooted in an old industrial ethic that puts big 
money for the few ahead of sound planning, sound 
ecology, and sound human politics. 

For most of the past half century, San Francis- 
co mayors have looked at intensive commercial de- 
velopment as something not only acceptable but 
also desirable. They've adopted and promoted 
policies that have turned the downtown area into 
a dark high-rise jungle. They've treated the city’s 
economy as a monocrop system, allowing the di- 
versity of small businesses and nonprofits filling 
many different niches to be threatened by big cor- 
porations and boomtown industries that put little 
into the city’s natural and cultural environment — 
and take a whole lot out. They've allowed filthy 
polluters (like PG&E’s Hunters Point power plant) 
to spew poison into low-income neighborhoods. 
And they've insisted that the individuals and in- 
stitutions that have done the most damage to the 
urban environment get off without paying their 
share to contain or mitigate the damage. 

In the meantime, they’ve continued to endorse 
the notion that the right to drive a car around a 
dense urban area is more important than the right 
to live in a safe, clean, sustainable city. 

Newsom talks a good line, and he seems to be 
sincere in his environmental values. But if San 
Francisco is actually going to realize a “green city” 
vision, it’s going to take some dramatic leader- 
ship out of City Hall. The mayor will have to take 
some steps that will anger some of his biggest fi- 
nancial backers and better-off constituents, Here's 
some of what he needs to do:

© Get beyond “all growth is good.” Turning San 
Francisco into the biotech capital of the nation 


will almost certainly have negative and lasting 
environmental impacts. Economic growth of this 
sort inevitably drives up real estate values, which 
leads to the destruction of open space, an in- 
crease in car traffic and energy use, and the dis- 
placement of longtime residents. The city needs 
a detailed environmental study (not done by a de- 
veloper-friendly firm) that would show exactly 
how much new commercial development the 
central waterfront and southeast part of the city 
can handle — and set a strict limit, now, on how 
much of this sort of growth will be allowed. (It 
wouldn't hurt to do a labor-pool study too, to see 
if any of the promised new jobs meet the needs 
and skills of area residents.) That should be a

model for the future: growth based on commu- 
nity needs and sustainable environmental stan- 
dards, not on the needs of speculators, investors, 
and business groups. 

© Rethink the city’s relationship with the natu- 
ral world. All downtown San Francisco is a natu- 
ral wasteland. That part of the city is way over- 
built — and the rest of the city is pretty dense too. 
But instead of just looking at finding scarce new 
open space, the city should aggressively look at 
ways to expand natural areas. Peter Berg, who 
runs the Planet Drum foundation, suggests 
“wildlife corridors” could connect all the city’s 
major parks; that would be wonderful for humans 
too. Critics worry it might involve removing 
some existing structures (actually, we'd prefer 
removing existing paved roads), but those sorts of 
ideas have to be in play. 

© Stop loving the car. This is a dense, small city 
that still has a California suburban attitude about 
automobiles. Almost nobody has any need to 
drive a private car in the downtown area. London 
properly recognized that the cost of downtown 
congestion should be paid by those who cause 
it, and has enacted a stiff fee for driving in the city 
center. That’s a great idea. So is closing Market 
Street to all cars, creating car-free boulevards in al- 
most every neighborhood, raising parking fees, 
and pursuing a local vehicle-license fee. But that 
only works if you put a lot more money into 
transit — enough to make Muni a truly useful, ef- 
fective alternative to the car. This year the mayor 
is doing the opposite: cutting service, laying off 
drivers, and raising fares. 

© Develop a real energy plan. Susan Leal, the 
general manager of the city’s Public Utilities Com- 
mission, told us this week that she fully supports 
public power — sometime in the future. She just 
can’t say when. It’s the same with alternative en- 
ergy — everyone supports it, but somehow the 
Hunters Point plant is still open. San Francisco 
needs a detailed energy plan that sets real, firm 
goals: A date for closing all the fossil fuel plants. 
A date for 50 percent reliance on alternative en- 
ergy. A date for eliminating PG&E as the city’s re- 
tail energy provider.

Seven years ago rainstorms flooded Bahia 
de Caraquez, a popular resort destina- 
tion on the coast of Ecuador, causing dra- 
matic mud slides that killed 16 people 
and forever altered the landscape of the 
city. Three months later, a massive earth- 
quake devastated much of what was left. 

Instead of rebuilding the city to re- 
semble its past, the people of Bahia de- 
clared their home an eco-ciudad, an eco- 
logical city. They created an environ- 
mental affairs department that would 
have a say in all city planning, and they re- 
served land for wildlife habitat extend- 
ing within a few blocks of the plaza in 
the heart of the city. 

Bahia de Caraquez is now an evolving 
model of urban sustainability. With far 
fewer resources than most of the world’s 
industrialized cities, Bahia has managed to 
develop its economy while sidestepping 
common urban problems like pollution 
and traffic congestion. 

“We have to make the city an ecologi- 
cal city and not just say it is an ecological 
city,” Dr. Carlos Mendoza Rodriguez, the 
mayor of Bahia, told the Bay Guardian 
June 3 during his visit to San Francisco for 
U.N. World Environment Day. 

Ina translated interview from his room 
in the Clift Hotel, Mendoza described 
how Bahia overhauled virtually all its 
basic city services in the aftermath of the 
1998 destruction. 

During the rainstorms clay washed 
down from the hillside, filling the streets 
sometimes as much as four feet deep in 
muck. With the help of nongovernmental

organizations from around the world, in- 
cluding the San Francisco-based Planet 
Drum Foundation, inhabitants started 
replanting the hillside with vegetation to 
improve the soil and keep more of it in 
place when the rainy season returned. 

Bahia also developed a transportation 
system that revolves around bicycling and 
pedicabs, which are human-powered tri- 
cycles people hire to be shuttled around 
the city. And it came up with a zero- 
garbage policy that includes citywide re- 
cycling and composting. (See the entire 
ecological city plan for Bahia de Caraquez 
at the Planet Drum Web site, www 
.planetdrum.org/eco_plan_2001.htm.) 

“But the most important thing is edu- 
cation, to keep the people educated about 
the importance of having an ecological 
city,’ Mendoza told us. 

That, some conservationists say, is 
what's missing from the environmental di- 
alogue in the developed world. Here in the 
US., environmental stewardship is often 
viewed as more of a voluntary political 
pastime than an essential way of life. 

Former U.S. poet laureate Robert Hass 
touched on this point at the Nature in 
the City Symposium, one of the World 
Environment Day events held at the Me- 
treon in downtown San Francisco. 

Hass said the problem with the envi- 
ronmental movement is that it’s always in 


reactive mode, responding to something 
bad that’s about to happen. The reason 
ecological restoration is so important is 
because it represents a proactive effort to 
secure the natural environment before it 
can be exploited, he said. 

Before people in Bahia began rebuild- 
ing their city, they held a giant civic cele- 
bration. Peter Berg, founder of the Plan- 
et Drum Foundation, told us in this way 
they integrated stewardship of the land 
with their distinct local culture.

“Part of the urban identity has to be the 
restoration and preservation of nature,” 
Berg said. 

Last week at World Environment 
Day, lots of important people tried 
to draw attention to the most acute 
environmental problems of today. If 
the U.N. is looking for solutions, Berg 
suggested, they may want to sched- 
ule next year’s World Environment 
Day in Bahia. 

“Tn the future,” Berg said, “I believe 
Mayor Mendoza and people like him 
will become teachers of the developed 
world.” “

Raising the stakes 


Initiatives dealing with abortion and union power 
could shift the political calculus in a fall special election

If Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger decides to call a special 
election, the one question voters will certainly be asked 
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is if young women should be required to notify their 
parents before having an abortion. Another measure 
likely to make the ballot would severely restrict the po- 
litical muscle of labor unions by requiring members of 
public employees’ unions to give written consent be- 
fore their dues money is used on a campaign. 

Schwarzenegger has been saying for months that 
he will call a special election this coming November 
if he’s unable to convince the legislature to get be- 
hind three of his main policy proposals: to take 
the power of drawing legislative districts away from 
the Democrat-controlled legislature, to make it 
harder for public school teachers to get tenure, and 
to make it easier to slash state spending. 

Now that two potentially volatile issues are like- 
ly to be on the ballot alongside whichever 
Schwarzenegger proposals qualify, political strate- 
gists are trying to assess the possible effects on the 
election’s outcome. Is the abortion initiative going 
to energize conservatives, who are more likely to 
support the governor’s reforms, or will it have the 
unintended consequence of bringing left-wing vot- 
ers to the polls? How hard will unions work to fight 
the other measure, and what will that mean? 

It’s worth noting that both issues have rough 
histories in California. 

In the late 1990s, the California Supreme Court 
struck down a state law requiring minors to get formal 
parental permission before having an abortion, ruling 
that it was a violation of privacy rights. Still, a 2002 
Field Poll of California voters showed strong support 


for parental consent. The new abortion proposition 
was placed on the ballot through the efforts of three 
large donors — oddly including the publisher of a fel- 
low alternative newsweekly, the San Diego Reader. It 
would require that parents of any teenager under 17 
who is seeking an abortion be notified in writing; the 
teen would then have to wait 48 hours before having 
an abortion. The measure would allow estranged 
teens to get an exemption from juvenile court and 
would track how many abortions young women have. 

The union measure — called “paycheck protec- 
tion” by supporters — is a reworking of a 1998 
initiative that would have applied to all unions but 
was defeated at the polls. This time backers have de- 
cided to target only the unions that represent city 
and state workers and to require them to get annual 
approval from each member before using that 
member’s dues money for political causes. Oppo- 
nents say it is intended to prevent unions from 
challenging large corporations and their typically 
Republican supporters. 

Schwarzenegger has until mid-June to decide 
about the special election. Some of California's biggest 
unions, including those that represent nurses, teach- 
ers, and firefighters, are using these final days to 
point out all the things that could be funded instead 
of poll workers and ballot handbooks. They say the 
$80 million the election is anticipated to cost would 
be better spent providing health insurance for rough- 
ly 30,000 Californians, buying four million new text- 
books for our schools, or paying the salaries of 2,300 
teachers. Of course, that doesn’t even take into ac- 
count the $40 million that has already been donated 
to campaign committees. 

If there isn’t a special election, measures that have 
qualified will be placed on the June 2006 ballot. ¢

So you're stuck in rush hour traffic heading out of San Francis- 
co on Highway 101, surrounded by five lanes of fellow com- 
muters flipping fingers, flossing teeth, or yakking on cell phones. 
Viacom and Clear Channel billboards promise escape, seduction, 
and the latest widget. You dull the tedium by tuning into rant 
radio or NPR platitudes. 

Then you look up and see a large man with unruly hair and 
dark glasses running across a pedestrian overpass. He fights 
the wind for possession of a 6-by-10-foot cardboard sign. You try 
to read the letters but can’t. As he stops above you and fastens the 
sign to the fence, the big black letters pop into focus: “Hal- 
liburton: Thanks for All the Money! Sorry About Your Kids.” 

For each minute this sign remains up, a hundred commuters 
like you will be exposed to the viral message of a man who 
calls himself Freeway Blogger. 


Today I’m tagging along with Freeway Blogger, who also writes 
under the pseudonym Patrick Randall, on a recent foray to 
plant messages in the minds of area drivers. 

“The good thing about being anonymous is that I can kill Free- 
way Blogger at any time,” he tells me as we drive over the Bay 
Bridge toward Oakland. He has just posted San Francisco’s 
overpasses with signs that read, “Osama Bin Forgotten,” “The War 
Is A Lie,” and “Nobody Died When Clinton Lied.” 

In the past four years, he says, he’s planted more than 2,500 of these 
brain-mines along California’s freeways. He estimates that today’s 
propaganda campaign could reach up to a quarter of a million peo- 
ple. Not bad for a few dollars in supplies and a couple hours of work. 

It all started with a soggy mattress dumped on the side of a 
highway in Orange County. The Supreme Court had just select- 
ed George W. Bush as president after the contested 2000 election. 
Incensed, Freeway Blogger pushed the mattress up against a tree 
and spray-painted “1776-2000: RIP” across the yellow stains. 

“What shocked me is that even as thousands of cars drove past 
it each day, the sign stayed up for a week,” he says. “Suddenly I 
found my voice.” 


Sharp left turn 


Call for progressive unity and 
looming budget challenges come 
just as lefty infighting heats up

Even as his yearlong effort to unify San Francisco progressives under the 
umbrella of the new San Francisco Peoples’ Organization (SFPO) cul- 
minates in a founding convention on June 11, Sup. Chris Daly admits lefty 


unity is at somewhat of a low point. 


“Yeah,” he told the Bay Guardian ruefully, “the timing could have 


been better.” 


There have always been divisions in this fractious city’s liberal-pro- 
gressive camp, but simmering feuds have exploded into high-profile bat- 
tles in recent weeks as Daly and Sup. Jake McGoldrick openly snipe at each 
other during Board of Supervisors meetings, a clash that started anoth- 
er proxy battle between labor organizer Robert Haaland and housing ac- 


tivist Randy Shaw on their respective Web sites. 


Meanwhile, progressives aligned with Green attorney Matt Gonzalez — 
whose mayoral campaign sparked the progressive resurgence that led to 
the SFPO but alienated some of the supporters of Sup. Tom Ammiano, 
who was already in the race — have been criticized by the Milk Club’s Greg 
Shaw in the pages of the Bay Guardian for not being attentive enough to 
the issues of queers or people of color (the latest chapter in this saga plays 


out in this week’s Opinion piece, by the SFPO’s Marlena Sonn). 


All of this came just as Mayor Gavin Newsom released his proposed 2005— 
06 budget, which will be hashed out by the five-member Budget and Finance

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Signs of the times 


Freeway Blogger gives Bay Area drivers something to think about 


Since the 2000 election, 9/11, and the U.S. military’s invasion 
of two countries, Freeway Blogger has refined the crude mattress 
approach to a choreographed dance of message transmission 
using recycled cardboard, paint, and reconnaissance. 

“Freeway blogging requires a sense of rhetoric, art, science, de- 
mographics, and sneakiness,” he tells me. “And it’s so much 
fun! One person can have a hell of an influence if they are will- 
ing to break the rules a little.” 

His approach is Thoreauvian simple. From dumpsters behind ap- 
pliance stores he scavenges cardboard. He then paints his black-let- 
tered barbs in a rented basement studio. Where his slogans emerge 
from, who knows — maybe that sordid steam room of the brain 
where propaganda, poetry, and bumper stickers go to hook up? 

When he has enough signs for another run, he loads them in 
his truck, along with essential tools like duct tape, bungee cords, 
coffee, Camels, and a stack of bluegrass CDs. 

Initially, he’d post signs between the witching hour and the 
stirring of the first commuters. But emboldened by success — 
and maybe the need to raise the thrill factor — he now goes out 
at high noon. That’s when he picks me up to tag along. He 
sweeps junk from the passenger seat so I can sit, then guns onto 
Highway 13, slips into the fast lane, and drives with the casual 
ease of one trained on Los Angeles freeways. 

At the first overpass, he pulls off, parks illegally, checks out 
which way the wind blows, and makes sure no cops or nosy 
neighbors are watching. Then, with large sunglasses obscuring 
his face, he grabs “Osama Who?” and a few bungee cords, runs 
up the overpass ramp, unfolds the sign, clips bungees to keep it 
in place, and bolts back to the truck. 

As sweat sparkles on his nose, he grins like a kid who just 
pulled one on the teacher. “This still has just enough of an 
adrenaline rush to keep it exciting,” he says, and drives back onto 
the freeway to check out his handiwork. “Isn’t she a beauty?” he 
says with admiration, and cranes his neck for a better look. 


Until his late 30s, Freeway Blogger lived for fun and off his in- 
heritance. “Then one day I asked myself: How have I contributed 


to society?” he says. He came up with nothing. 

So he started a small nonprofit that collects warm clothes and 
distributes them directly to poor people in the Sierra Madre. 
After making more than 30 trips in four years, Freeway Blogger 
says, “I could point to a whole swath on a map of Mexico and 
know the people living there are a little better off because of one 
person.” 

But then Bush got into office, the mattress incident hap- 
pened, Freeway Blogger was born, and his home life fell apart. 
His wife left him with their daughter and moved from San 
Diego to San Francisco, forcing him to drive regularly between 
the two distant cities. Along the way he’d put up signs. 

“The CHP must have thought there was a whole army of us 
posting the overpasses,” he says with a chuckle. Instead it 
was just one heartbroken man on a mission. “The irony is I 
would not have done freeway blogging so hard if my wife had 
not left me.” 

In tears one day while driving back from visiting his daugh- 
ter, he decided to kill Freeway Blogger and reclaim a life of 
vague normality. But when he got home, he says, he was greet- 
ed by more than 200 e-mails from people in Europe who had just 
read an article about him. All expressed gratitude that at least one 
American was voicing his objection to the Iraq war. 

“That’s when I decided to go for broke,” he says. “You see, 
the reason our founding fathers insisted on free speech is 
that when the country is threatened from within, citizens can 
sound the alarm. Now we have a big fucking problem: thanks 
to one man, the whole world hates us. What better job for an 
American than to try to salvage just a little bit of his country’s 
reputation?” 

And ina country where control of the billboards and airwaves 
has been consolidated into fewer and fewer hands, Freeway 
Blogger feels like he’s breaking through the relentless propaganda 
aimed at commuters. 

“T want more people to realize that this form of free speech 
is a vulnerable chink in the armor of the corporate-controlled 
mass media. For the cost of paint and a little gas, I can transmit 
a message to a million people,” he says as we drive to the next 
target. 

I ask him, “Isn’t what you do illegal?” 

“Technically, yes,” he says. “And eventually they will catch 
me and charge me for creating a visual distraction. Which is lu- 
dicrous when huge billboards like this one” — he points to a 
naked Abercrombie and Fitch hunk draped across the highway 
— “distract drivers far more than my modest signs ever will.” +

ocky Tsai, clad in dark pinstripes, 

his pile of coal-black hair gelled, 

sits at a vast wooden table in a 

conference room on the 10th floor 

of a San Francisco office spire. 
Amber light floods the room, which is 
graced with an incredible view of the 
Bay Bridge. Arranged neatly on the table 
are several towering piles of legal docu- 
ments — court transcripts, briefs, and 
Interpol bulletins. 

Tsai, an attorney with Orrick, 
Herrington & Sutcliffe, a big-buck cor- 
porate law firm, specializes in product li- 
ability cases. But we're not here to talk to 
him about faulty pharmaceuticals or 
rollover-prone SUVs. 

We're here to speak to Tsai about one 
of his more unusual clients. The man 
we want to know about is Igor V. Belov, 
a reputed Russian mobster tied to at least 
three murders. 

US. and Russian authorities paint 
Belov, 37, as the quintessential mafia 
man, a ruthless former soldier who re- 
turned from the gore-laden front lines of 
Afghanistan to make war on his fellow 
citizens. During the early 1990s, they say, 
Belov formed a criminal syndicate in the 
Russian city of Petrozavodsk, a decay- 
ing industrial town near the border with 
Finland. They describe him as a chilling 
figure, a rubout specialist armed with 
an arsenal of hand cannons who sought 
to dominate the underworld by am- 
bushing rivals and splattering them. 

Tsai, unsurprisingly, spins a very dif- 
ferent yarn. The way he tells it, his client 
isn’t a member of the Russian mafia, but, 
essentially, a victim of it. Tsai says Belov’s 
only crime was to vocally oppose the 
mobification of the Russian government 
during the country’s chaos-plagued tran- 
sition to capitalism. 

The lawyer's bid to free Belov — who 
is currently confined to a jail cell in Bak- 
ersfield — has met with vigorous oppo- 
sition from the Department of Home- 
land Security, which now manages the 
immigration service. 

Tsai figures that’s because “the facts 
are so exotic” — in other words, even if 
the accusations against Belov come en- 
tirely from a notoriously corrupt and 
unreliable government that has its own 
mob ties, nobody wants to be the bu- 
reaucrat who let a potentially blood- 
hungry con run amok in America. That 
means even if Tsai’s version of the events 
is largely true, it’s going to be very hard 
for Belov ever to get beyond the immi- 
gration hurdles and return to a normal 
life in this country. “In their minds,” Tsai 
says, “there’s some risk that he’s a hit 
man, a security risk” 

At a certain level, Tsai, who is repre- 
senting Belov pro bono with the backing 
of his firm and the Lawyers’ Committee 
for Civil Rights, understands. “When I 
tell my friends about the case and how 
Igor’s accused of multiple murders, I 
can see the prejudice just coalesce across 
their faces,” he says. Still, he insists, be- 
yond the wild allegations of some 
crooked Russian officials, there’s “no ev- 
idence” implicating Belov. 


FROM RUSSIA 


The government says Igor Belov is a murderer with the Ru 
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sian mafia. Belov says he's an 


innocent torture victim who just wants Lo live quietly in San Francisco. Either way, he's screwed. 


Both sides agree on one thing. When 
Belov bailed on his home country, in 
1997, he settled in San Francisco, where 
he found camaraderie in the city’s expat 
Russian community, and lived a fairly 
generic life, working as a limo driver, 
studying computer programming, and 
trading blows at a boxing gym. He lived 
in and around San Francisco until he 
was snatched by the feds, in 2004, and 
thrust into semipermanent detention, 
where he languishes today. 

“] think the U.S. people, if they were 
aware of the allegations against Belov, 
would expect us to do everything we can 
to get rid of him, says a federal agent fa- 
miliar with the case. “According to the 
Russian authorities, he’s a dangerous 
man capable of committing violent acts. 
He might be a danger to people here.” 


In the early 1990s, as Russia jettisoned its 
command economy, Belov engineered 
his own approach to capitalism. A burly 
but charming guy who'd served as a 
grunt soldier in Kabul during the Soviet 
occupation of Afghanistan, he teamed 
with an ex-cop and a former boxing 
champ to launch a security company, 
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Shield, which provided bodyguards for 
Russia’s nascent entrepreneur class. 

In court papers and an interview with 
the Bay Guardian, Belov argues that his 
firm was an annoyance to the cops in 
Petrozavodsk, who liked to supplement 
their paychecks by shaking down busi- 
ness owners for protection money. 

The cops, Belov claimed in a sworn 
declaration, also hit him up. One high- 
ranking officer told Belov “he wanted us 
to give him money he could use to buy a 
new car and furniture for his apartment,” 
according to the declaration. 

The friction came to a head the night 
of Aug. 29, 1994, as Belov was set to start 
a shift guarding Alexander Badirkhanoy, 
a casino owner who'd been receiving 
threats. Belov, who carried a handgun, 
was arrested by local police outside a 
café. They accused him of illegally car- 
Tying too many bullets — though he had 
only a single magazine of eight rounds 
plus one in the chamber — and seized his 
weapon. Belov spent the night in a cell on 
what he considers bogus charges. 

While he was caged, his client 
Badirkhanov was whacked in the entryway 
to his apartment, terminated by a pair of 
shots to the torso and one to the leg. 
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Belov went public. He gave an inter- 
view to the Northern Courier newspaper 
suggesting the police were responsible 
for Badirkhanov’s death; the paper ran 
the story on page one under the headline 
“A Coincidence? Prior to the Murder of 
Mr. Alexander Badirkhanov, Police Took 
Away His Bodyguard’s Gun.” 

A later article in another newspaper 
cast more suspicion on the cops. “The 
police did not then, nor have they since, 
provided any basis whatsoever for the 
arrést.... It seemed very strange that 
Badirkhanov ended up without security 
on the night that he was killed. The 
detention of his bodyguard on the eve 
of his death has spawned varied theo- 
ries about his death, but so far it re- 
mains a mystery.” 

Belov wrote letters to the central pros- 
ecutor’s office in Moscow complaining 
about corruption in Petrozavodsk and 
detailing the strange circumstances sur- 
rounding the slaying. He didn’t get any 
response. Well, not in writing, anyway. 

In April 1995, Belov was detained by 
police for 10 days, locked in a filthy, win- 
dowless cell, and, he says, tortured by 
four or five cops, who smacked him with 
a rubber stick and kicked and punched 


~ him. He claims the bludgeoning left him 


pissing blood. 

Here the story, for some reason, gets 
quiet for a moment. After his release, 
Belov, an avid pugilist and hockey play- 
er, ditched the security business and 
began coaching a youth boxing team. By 
his own account, his fears of the alleged 
gangster cops faded. For two years there 
was little plot development in the saga of 
Igor Belov. In 1997 he visited San Fran- 
cisco, where he met a woman named Jo- 
hari Sloan, whom he eventually married. 


Forget the Sopranos. Since the implosion 
of the Soviet Union, the Russian mob- 
sters have set the benchmarks for au- 
dacity and brutality in their bid to gain 
market share in America. As the late 
Robert I. Friedman reported in the book 
Red Mafiya: How the Russian Mob Has 
Invaded America, by the year 2000 about 
30 Russian crime syndicates were oper- 
ating in the States — infiltrating the Na- 
tional Hockey League, pulling off jewel- 
ry heists and some of the most spectac- 
ular Medicare and insurance frauds in 
history, and allegedly laundering billions 
of dollars through the Bank of New York. 
One particularly colorful mobster, a guy 
nicknamed Tarzan, was popped while 
trying to broker the sale of a $100 million 
dollar Soviet-era submarine to Colom- 
bian coke kingpin Pablo Escobar. 

Here in San Francisco, however, there 
seems to be little organized mob activ- 
ity, despite the town’s sizable Russian 
population, which is concentrated in 
the Richmond and Sunset Districts. In 
this town “opportunistic individuals out 
to make money” are responsible for 
most of the crime in the Russian dias- 
pora, says a well-placed FBI agent, 
adding that those singular con artists 
“are smart enough to know there’s no 
need to be overt or aggressive.” 

When Belov settled in San Francisco 
with Sloan, he discovered a Russian com- 
munity with its own magazines and Web 
sites, eateries, bars, churches, and prep 
schools. One expat he hung out with was 
a building contractor named George 
Kulya, who says, “Igor’s an honest, hard- 
working guy. He was always trying to 
help his friends.” 

As Belov was getting to know his new 
country, the authorities in Petrozavodsk 
suddenly regained their interest in him 
and began hunting for ways to drag him 
back to the motherland. 

In March 1997 the Moscow unit of 
Interpol, the international police agency, 
faxed a bulletin marked “URGENT” to 
the States, requesting the help of U.S. 
law enforcement in apprehending Belov, 
saying he was wanted for “murders, crim- 
inal conspiracy, illegal possession of 
weapons and ammunition.” The mes- 
sage continued, “You are kindly request- 
ed to take appropriate measures in order 
to determine the subject’s whereabouts. 
In case the wanted person is located in 
your country[,] please trace him and in- 
form us immediately.” ; 
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Belov

Further messages from Russian offi- 
cials to their U.S. counterparts indicated 
that Belov had been indicted, in January 
1997, for several slayings and had fled to 
San Francisco to avoid his imminent 
prosecution. According to the Russians, 
Belov had gone on an execution binge in 
the mid-1990s, acquiring an AK-74 as- 
sault rifle (the successor model to the 
infamous AK-47), a pistol, and a sawed- 
off rifle, and proceeded to blow holes 
in at least two men, in early 1994. Al- 
legedly, his preferred tactic seemed to 
be stalking foes as they drove their cars 
around Petrozavodsk. 

The officials also implicated Belov in 
an attempted hit and accused him of 


aiding the people responsible for the. 


slaying of a man named Alexander 
Gerasimov. 

Writing to the legal attaché at the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow, a midlevel Russian 
official said Belov’s 10-day stint in jail, 
during which he was allegedly tortured, 
had occurred when he was popped in 
connection to the slaying of Gerasimov. 

“Tn the course of that investigation,” 
the official wrote, “BELOV was appre- 
hended on April 4, 1995, when trying to 
get the weapon that had been used for 
murdering GERASIMOV out of a hiding 
place. Taking into account the above cir- 
cumstances, BELOV was arrested on 
April 4, 1995, on suspicion of accom- 
pliceship in murder. He was kept in cus- 
tody for 10 days. For lack of evidence, 
BELOV was released but the criminal 
proceedings against him were not 
stopped, which resulted in obtaining ad- 
ditional evidence. For this reason, on 
January 31, 1997, a decision on BELOV’s 
prosecution was made. Thus one of the 
main reasons for BELOV’s departure to 
the United States was his attempt to es- 
cape from the investigation.” 

Repeatedly the Russians asked to ex- 

tradite Belov. There was just one hitch: 
the U.S. government doesn’t have an ex- 
tradition treaty with Russia, a legacy of 
the cold war and, perhaps, a reflection of 
the country’s current shadiness. So if 
Belov was going to stand trial in Russia, 
he’d have to be booted from this country 
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for transgressing U.S. laws or committing 
an immigration violation. 


Lee Cole’s introduction to Belov was 
pretty rough. The two men-met during a 
sparring session at a boxing gym, short- 
ly after Belov arrived in San Francisco. 
Beloy, about 15 years younger than Cole 
and a far more skilled combatant, laid 
some heavy hands on Cole’s mug, frac- 
turing his nose and leaving him with 
two black eyes.

Despite the damage, Cole, 53, who 
sells in-line roller skates and skateboards 
for a living, quickly took a shine to 
Beloy. In time he became one of his 
biggest supporters, a sort of one-man 
Free Igor committee. 

Belov’s tale “is so classically Ameri- 
can: a person escaping from a land where 
they’re persecuted,” Cole says. 

Here in the States, Belov, a striking, 
blond-haired, blue-eyed man with clas- 
sic Slavic features, pursued an array of ca- 
reer paths, posing as a male model for the 
J. Walter Thompson ad agency in New 
York, making runs to the airport for sev- 
eral limo and sedan services, and honing 
his computer skills with the hope of land- 
ing a geek job. “Igor,” Cole continues, 
“loved America. He loved everything 
about America.” 

The U.S. government, though, defi- 
nitely didn’t love him back. In 1999 the 
U.S. Department of Justice pounced on 
Belov, accusing of him of lying to im- 
migration officials on two occasions, a 
criminal offense. They had what looked 
like a prima facie case. Charge one: 
During an interview with immigration 
staffers, Beloy stated that he’d never 
been married before he tied the knot 
with Sloan. However, a visa application 
from the mid-1990s said otherwise, list- 
ing a Russian woman as his wife. Charge 
two: Beloy also informed the immigra- 
tion people that he’d never been ar- 


rested, when he’d twice been jailed in 
Petrozavodsk. 

Awaiting trial, Belov spent nine months 
getting familiar with the interior of 
Alameda County’s North County lockup, 
in downtown Oakland. When the trial 
finally rolled around, it was quite an affair, 
featuring several translators and a parade 
of Russian detectives and prosecutors. 
“Every single witness was Russian,” re- 
calls attorney Michael Stepanian, who 
represented Belov at trial. “No one spoke 
English. No one. We tried a Russian case 
ina U.S. courtroom. It was nuts.” 

Belov had explanations for his ap- 
parent deceptions. About the wife thing, 
he said, his visa papers had been filled 
out by a travel agent who had somehow 
got the information wrong. As for the 
issue of his jailing, he relied on a tech- 
nicality, saying he’d 


been informally detained rather than 
formally arrested by the Petrozavodsk 
cops. He also pointed out, truthfully, 
that he’d been asked about his incarcer- 
ation in English and responded in Eng- 
lish, further complicating the matter. 

The jurors hung, leaning 11 to 1 to- 
ward conviction. Stepanian says “the jury 
didn’t believe” the Russian law enforcers. 
The Justice Department decided to retry 
the case. 

A second trial, held in 2000 and at- 
tended by Robert Mueller (then U.S. at- 
torney for northern California, current- 
ly director of the FBI), went no better for 
the feds. The second time around, Belov’s 
legal team launched a frontal attack on 
the credibility of his Russian accusers, 
portraying them as lawless rogues, de 
facto kidnappers. 

The feds shrugged off the torture al- 
legations. “Whether he was tortured is ir- 
relevant,” prosecutor Matt Jacobs told 
the Daily Journal, a local newspaper that 
covers the legal world, at the time. “The 
question is whether he was in custody.” 

That line of reasoning didn’t sway the 
jurors, who cut Belov loose, acquitting 
him on all charges. Cole says his friend’s 
lawyers made the Russian cops “look like 
liars and thugs.” 


In fact, they just may be. At this point, few 
sane people have faith in Russia’s crimi- 


nal justice apparatus. Most observers see 
the recent conviction of the nation’s 
wealthiest man, Yukos oil magnate 
Mikhail Khodorkovsky, on a slew of 
white-collar crime charges, as the prod- 
uct of a profoundly flawed prosecution 
stemming at least in part from the ty- 
coon’s political opposition to tough guy 
premier Vladimir Putin. The malodorous 
nature of the case even drew criticism 
from President George W. Bush. 

For its part, the U.S. State Department 
has little confidence in Russia’s crime- 
fighting institutions. “The judiciary is 
often subject to manipulation by politi- 
cal authorities and is plagued by large 
case backlogs and trial delays,” the de- 
partment says in its background notes on 
the nation. “There are credible reports of 
beating and torture of inmates and de- 


tainees by law enforcement and correc- 


tional officials. Prison conditions fall well 
below international standards.” 

There are also specific clues suggesting 
Beloy’s opponents are ethically chal- 
lenged. Russian journalists have dubbed 
Arthur Parfenchikov, the prosecutor who 
testified at his trials, the “Godfather of 
Petrozavodsk.” 

“According to our information, the 
local organized criminal groups have 
completely embraced Mr. Parfenchikov,’ 
reported the New Petersburg newspaper in 
2001. “It has recently become a normal 
practice to make involuntary, forced do- 
nations for the ‘needs of the prosecutor’s 
office. In cases where the aforementioned 
‘donors’ are not willing to ‘share’ their 
profits with [the] prosecution office, they 
are confronted with extremely high pos- 
sibility of criminal investigation based on 
entirely fabricated evidence and causes.” 

Interestingly, Parfenchikov was also 
singled out in the late 1990s by federal 
prosecutors in Moscow for disciplinary 
action connected to the slaying of Belov’s 
casino-owner client, Badirkhanoy. This 
little fact appears in a letter sent by the 
Russian feds to a member of the Russian 
Duma, or parliament. The letter, howev- 
er, doesn’t reveal just what Parfenchikov 
did — or how he was sanctioned. 

Still, there’s evidence that cuts against 
Belov. For starters, Vadim Volkov, an as- 
sociate professor of sociology at the Eu- 
ropean University of St. Petersburg, told 
us by e-mail that both the cops and the 
mob are deeply involved in the business 
of protecting the country’s oligarchs and 
tycoons. There aren’t, in his view, many 
squeaky-clean Boy Scouts running firms 
like Belov’s Shield. 

Belov portrays his problems with 
Russian law enforcement as a product 
of his outspokenness. But Volkov thinks 
his case probably has “little to do with 
him exposing corruption. Nobody feared 
corruption charges then [in the early 
1990s], and nobody cared about being 
exposed, especially police. And nobody 
would make really big efforts to avenge 
corruption accusations.... I strongly 
doubt this has to do with politics and 
the struggle against corruption.” 


When Belov’s second trial culminated 
with an acquittal, he was exuberant. But 


the party was over the moment he 
stepped out of the courtroom and into 
the hallway, where two immigration 
agents were waiting for him. They cuffed 
him and took him into custody for over- 
staying his visa (which expired while he 
was in court). Thus began a new chapter 
in Belov’s odyssey. 

“The U.S. is basically powerless to re- 
move” purported criminals hailing from 
Russia, our FBI source says. “Our only re- 
course against criminals escaping to the 
USS. to avoid prosecution for their crimes 
is through our immigration laws.” 

During the past five years, Belov’s been 
bounced from one jail to the next, with 
immigration officials moving him from 
Yuba County, Calif., to Florence, Ariz., to 
a jail in Bakersfield, where he now re- 
sides. His wife has divorced him. 

“People who are doing time, they 
know what they’re being punished for,” 
Belov says in slightly choppy English 
from a pay phone in the Bakersfield lock- 
up. “I didn’t do anything wrong, and I 
know by law there is no reason for me to 
be in custody.” 

The Bakersfield facility, he contin- 
ues, “is a dungeon. The food is terrible. 
Ive been in many different jails, but 
here the food is the worst.” Visiting 
sessions are only 30 minutes long, and 
none of Belov’s friends have come to 
see him since he was sent to Bakers- 
field. “Who wants to travel from San 
Francisco for half an hour? I don’t 
want them to travel four hours to Bak- 
ersfield for thirty minutes.” Plus, he 
says, a visit from his pals would only 
remind him of what he’s lost, leaving 
him more depressed. 

He says, “Sometimes I think, “You 
know what, guys? I’m not going to stay 
here forever. You want to send me to 
Russia? OK. Send me to Russia-” 
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And what kind of scenario does he 
see unfolding on his return to his home- 
town? “If I am sent there, P'll be killed 
quickly. At least I won't be stuck here 
without any charges,” Belov replies. “I'll 
be handed to the Russian prosecutor, 
Mr. Parfenchikov, who'll put me in jail 
and will start to obtain a kind of confes- 
sion through torture — I don’t care how 
strong you are, anyone will break. Then 
they can say I made suicide. Or I was 
killed in prison riot.” 

Belov’s attorney is fighting his repa- 
triation on the grounds that he'll be tor- 
tured or killed, and is asking for asylum. 

At the Department of Homeland Se- 
curity’s Immigration and Customs En- 
forcement division, a spokesperson says 
she can’t comment on Belov’s case. How- 
ever, in court, Katherine Ciarrouchi, a 
lawyer for ICE, told the judge, “The most 
important aspect of this case is that it is a 
situation where [Belov] is fearing prose- 
cution, not persecution,” adding that he 
“was detained by the police for a legiti- 
mate criminal investigation.” Of course, 
she continued, the Russian government

wants to bring a known hit man to justice. 

But for Rocky Tsai, at the core of this 
long, convoluted, and bloody narrative 
stands a simple, inescapable fact: There’s 
a paucity of hard evidence linking Belov 
to the bloodletting. 

“Where was the evidence, and where 
were those witnesses, when the 
Petrozavodsk police and prosecutorial 
officials who detained Mr. Belov in 
Russia flew over to San Francisco to 
testify against Mr. Belov in his federal 
trials before U.S. District Judge Charles 
Breyer, which ended in his unanimous 
acquittal by an American jury?” he asks 
rhetorically. “That evidence has never 
been seen; those witnesses have never 
been produced; the proof that is re- 
quired to convict — not merely to 
charge — an individual of a crime has 
never been established, either back in 
Russia or here in the U.S.”

Committee, on which McGoldrick serves as the swing vote be- 
tween Daly and Ammiano on the left and the more conserva- 
tive supervisors Sean Elsbernd and Fiona Ma. 

“Tt’s a harbinger of bad things to come,” Daly said of the 
committee mix, who blasts McGoldrick as no longer being in 
the progressive camp, citing his colleague’s budget votes, 
support for Newsom's homeless agenda, and buddying up to 
downtown political consultants who threw a fundraiser for 
him in April to help clear his campaign debt. 

McGoldrick counters that it’s Daly’s ego and inability to 
adapt to being in power — rather than being an outsider ac- 
tivist — that is hurting the left, not McGoldrick’s voting 
record, which he said is solidly progressive-populist and is 
being misrepresented over just a few votes on which there 
were honest differences of opinion. 

“T don’t understand what motivates the personalized attack 
mode, but it’s counterproductive,” said McGoldrick, who, with 
Daly, was part of the left-leaning board majority elected in 2000. 
“The most important thing is not to give volatile ammunition to 
the downtown forces who want to destroy district elections.” 

Daly ally Randy Shaw, director of the Tenderloin Housing 
Clinic and editor of the Beyond Chron Web site, blasted 
McGoldrick in print as unsupportive of progressive priorities 
and formally asked Board of Supervisors President Aaron Pe- 
skin to oust him from the budget committee. The campaign 
drew a backlash from Haaland on the Left in SF Web site. 

“T have a hard time with Randy, who was on the take from Joe 
[O’Donoghue, the Residential Builders Association head who pro- 
vided seed money for Beyond Chron], talking about who’s pro- 


gressive,” Haaland told us. “I don’t have a lot of patience for a pro- 
gressive purity test from someone who fails that test... It just seems 
like Jake is the person of the day to crucify, and I’m not having it.” 

Contacted by the Bay Guardian, Shaw didn’t respond di- 
rectly to Haaland’s comment, but maintained his criticism of 
McGoldrick, citing the supervisor's support for the midyear 
budget cuts that Newsom proposed after the tax measures 
failed last fall, rather than an alternative proposal by Daly. 

Haaland said McGoldrick “has always been pro-labor and 
pro—public health.” He also defended McGoldrick’s recent vote 
to reduce parking fines, money that Daly, Sup. Ross Mirkari- 
mi, and the activists at the Coalition for Transit Justice said 
should have been used to offset Muni fee increases and serv- 
ice reductions. “From a working-class perspective,” Haaland 
said, “it could be argued that these fines hurt poor workers 
who need cars for their jobs.” 

Haaland and some other prominent progressives have 
said they don’t want anything to do with the SFPO, which will 
hold its daylong organizing session at St. Mary’s Cathedral 
June 11, starting at 8:30 a.m. Yet Bruce Livingston, executive 
director of Senior Action Network and an SFPO organizer, 
said that more than 30 organizations and 400 individuals have 
already pledged their support. 

“These are short-term disputes that really don’t have long 
term implications for us,” Livingston said. “It takes an ex- 
tremely long time to pull an organization together, but once 
we do it will be a powerful force.” 

While the current conflicts might pose challenges, Daly said 
the current climate “means we need a strong progressive or- 
ganization to hold people accountable.” *

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Locally made messenger bags # 
keep San Francisco toting.

an Franciscans have a lot to carry 
around on the streets, on the bus, 
or on two wheels. And there are a 
bagful of local companies at the 
ready to help people effortlessly 
transport their iPods, Altoids, and wind- 
breakers. We’re home to several inde- 
pendent, unisex shoulder bag and mes- 
senger bag makers, including the original 
Zo Bags (P.O. Box 170218, S.F. 415-550- 
6363, www.zobags.com), Walker (81A 
Dorman, S.F. 1-800-447-2279, www 
-walkerbags.com), and Chrome (1086 
Folsom, S.F. 415-503-1221, www 
.chromebags.com), But few have had the 
national reach and success of Timbuk2 
(333 Alabama, S.F. www.timbuk2.com). 
The messenger bag with the signature 
swirl has been blurring the line between 
fashion and function in San Francisco 
since 1989. Named for the city of myth- 
ical proportions, Timbuk2 proves that a 
company can be profitable, charitable, 
and dedicated to the local community. 
The company’s headquarters are in a 
relaxed and eclectic loft warehouse space 
that is also a streamlined and efficient 
factory, where one bag is produced every 
15 minutes. The longtime Timbuk2 
headquarters on Treat Street permanently 
closed its doors this March and reopened 
around the corner in a location twice

the size. This seemingly incongruous 
mixture of style and speed fuels the com- 
pany’s resolve to remain local despite 
economic pressures. 

Timbuk2 was founded by former bike 
messenger Rob Honeycutt, who began 
by sewing bags in his San Francisco 
apartment — and his work gradually 
achieved cultlike status. But the future of 
the company turned grim when it be- 
came less profitable after the rippling ef- 
fects of the dot-com bust. “The compa- 
ny had plateaued and was basically in 
survival mode,” said Mare Dwight, who 
bought the enterprise in 2002. - 

Timbuk2 needed a serious revamp- 
ing in order to survive, and its new owner 
interpreted that to mean new products, 
expanded production, and better money 
management. “We had to rescue this 
company,” Dwight said. The avid bicyclist 
and former technology executive turned 
things around in less than a year. “I want- 
ed the company to have a larger social 
mission than just creating local jobs,” 
Dwight said. Timbuk2 currently has 
about 50 employees — half of whom 
are involved in production. 

But the San Francisco factory only pro- 
duces about 50 percent of the company’s 
products. Timbuk2 has gone the way of 
many companies and moved production

ees the custom-made bags crafted in his S.F. factory. 
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of its off-the-shelf bags somewhere cheap- 
er — in this case, China. However, Dwight 
adds, “Local production and the custom- 
made bag are part of our heritage.” 

While the company relies on this new- 
found cheap labor, Timbuk2 has kept its 
manufacturing operations here. “I am 
committed to keeping the San Francisco 
factory open for as long as possible,” 
Dwight said. 

Customers can order a custom-made 
bag online and have it shipped to them 
within a day from San Francisco, a turn- 
around time not possible from the Chi- 
nese facility. Dwight says that he also 
likes to be able to supervise production of 
the custom-made bags and their multi- 
ple color combinations. 

The company sponsors an industrial 
design class at California College of the 
Arts, and students feed directly into the 
Timbuk2 internship program. Product 
innovations that evolved out of the stu- 
dent program include the Pro Series Mes- | 
senger bag and backpacks equipped with 
lightweight durable materials, a reflective 
stripe, waterproof interior and exterior, 
and the possibility for giant dimensions | 
for professional messengers. Students 
also designed the digital DJ hip pack, 
made for carrying portable music gear 
and oversized headphones. 

Timbuk2 also donates part of its pro- 
ceeds to local organizations such as Root 
Division, which provides studio space 
to artists who teach free art classes to the 
public; Precita Eyes, a mural arts center; 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition; and 
At the Crossroads, an outreach organi- 
zation for homeless youth that passes 
along hundreds of new Timbuk2 mes- 
senger bags to its clients every year. 

Dwight is defensive of the decision to 
outsource some production overseas, but 
he stands by the intentions of its local op- 
erations. He’s quick to point out, “We 
wouldn't have the resources to fund these 
types of projects if we were limited sole- 
ly to the San Francisco factory.” *

n college a recurrent dinnertime cu- 

riosity was the phenomenon we 

called — in the hallowed tradition 

of undergraduates down the food- 

service ages — mystery meat. Mys- 
tery meat was a shape-shifter and a 
texture-shifter; its pieces could be 
round, rectangular, or indeterminate, 
and in the mouth it might be tough, 
rubbery, or even squishy. I would like 
to say that mystery meat was invariably 
dressed in a brownish-gray gravy, nei- 
ther thick nor thin, and of no certain 
flavor, but I can’t say that because there 
may well have been gravy-free mo- 
ments. Mystery meat was, for us, a 
near-nightly happenstance, and all this 
was long ago, in the malaise-ridden 
years when Jimmy Carter roamed the 
chilly White House in his cardigan 
sweater. Hence much blurring of the 
specifics in memory. 

I thought of mystery meat recently 
while tucking into a plate of adana 
kebab ($9) at Pera, a Turkish restau- 
rant that opened earlier this endlessly 
rainy spring in an Inner Richmond 
space that feels very coffeehousey, not 
least because of the brick fireplace at 
the back wall. The menu coyly de- 
scribes the adana kebab as consisting 
of “spicy seasoned Mediterranean 
meatballs,” and while the chief meat of 
the Mediterranean — Turkey in par- 
ticular — is lamb, we detected no lamb 
in the flattened, grill-marked, juicy 
disks we were served. Lamb is gamey 
and dominant; Pera’s adana kebab, de- 
spite lively spicing and a lovely smoki- 
ness, is of a much milder temper. If I 
had to guess I would guess a blend: 
partly of beef, because of a certain rud- 
diness, and partly of veal, because of a 
certain smooth richness. There might 
be pork too. As with meat loaf, the

blend is crucial and quite likely propri- 
etary. We are not supposed to know, 
just enjoy. 

Perhaps it was just the aura and 
memory of mystery meat, but Pera 
struck me right off as having a college- 
town feel. There is no college nearby 
(the closest such institution is probably 
the University of San Francisco, a good 
15- or 20-minute hike along Clement 
and Arguello), but the place is full of 
young faces, backpacks, laptops with 
WiFi cards. The low prices are surely a 
factor here; main courses at dinner 
hover within a tick or two on either 
side of $10, and lunch is likely to be a 
$6 or $7 affair — and far more inter- 
esting than Subway. 

The midday eye is drawn ineluctably 
to the menu's listing of pides, which 
are described as “Turkish-style pizzas!” 
but are really more like banana-shaped 
calzones. (The word pide, by the way, is 
a close relation to the Greek word pita, 
which is a direct borrowing of the Ara- 
bic word for pie; it is an only slightly 
less close relation to pizza. Variations 
on flat bread are common throughout 
the Mediterranean world.) Pera stuffs 
its pides with standards — spinach, 
feta cheese — along with items that 
turn up less often, such as salmon and 
soujouk ($7). This last is a spicy, gar- 
licky beef sausage that reminded me of 
the Polish sausage kielbasa; it is sliced 
on the bias and stuffed into its bread 
envelope with chopped tomato and 
mozzarella cheese. 

Lighter appetites might prefer the 
chicken version ($7), with boneless 
chunks of pomegranate-marinated 
bird, but regardless of filling, the pides 
are one-dish meals of meat bundled 
with salad and served in a warm, fra- 
grant wrapper of sesame seed—dotted 
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bread. If you like a bit more decon- 
struction, you can get essentially the 
same chicken in kebab form ($9), 
grilled on skewers (though these disap- 
pear by the time the plate arrives at the 
table) and served with a salad of 
chopped lettuce and a heap of rice or 
french fries. 

The little dishes vary. Turkish lentil 
soup ($4) had that distinctive rusty- 
rose color and was tasty but a little 
thin. Feta and melon ($5) is one of 
those classic salty-sweet pairings, and 
the casaba melon was certainly ripe, 
but the presentation was rather lack- 
luster: just sticks of white cheese and 
chunks of pale greenish-yellow fruit. 
Falafel ($4.50) looked like three golden 
golf balls, which with their hard crust 
were difficult to deal with, though we 
finally did manage to crack them open, 
and, slathered with yogurt sauce, they 
went down agreeably enough. And fat- 
toush ($5) was a sea of chopped red 
and green bell peppers, with bits of 
tomato, cucumber, red onion, and

parsley bobbing to the surface here 
and there and some crumblings of feta 
cheese added for vibrancy. I love pep- 
pers, but even two of us could not fin- 
ish the fattoush. 

Although Pera isn’t an especially big 
restaurant, its corner position means 
that practically every seat is a window 
seat, and from the broad windows one 
can catch a glimpse of San Francisco’s 
magical power to seem like other places. 
I had a brief vision of Paris, of some lit- 
tle café in an untouristy corner of the 
11th arrondissement. No, my compan- 
ion said, it’s like Broadway in Vancouver. 
I conceded this point, for Clement is 
like Broadway: a cheerfully tatty, out-of- 
the-way thoroughfare lined with a 
world of restaurants, each a delightful 
mystery eventually to be solved. #%

{though one of the pleasures of 

farmers markets is a certain sort of 

certainty — if these are tomatoes, 
this must be September — a second- 
ary delight is the occasional wrinkle of 
unexpectedness. A few weeks ago | 
stood at the stone-fruit stand, ponder- 
ing the mystery of the aprium, a 
heretofore unnoticed (by me) entrant 
among its more familiar cousins: cher- 
ries, plums, peaches, and apricots. 

“Are these apricots?” | asked, 
pointing to a stack of creamy-orange 
fuzzballs. The season’s first apricots 
are generally tasteless and quick to 
spoil, but | buy them anyway, just be- 
cause, knowing that within a week or 
two their successors will be juicy 
and sweet. 

“Apriums,” came the answer. | had 
never heard this word before; it 
sounded like a name the ancient Ro- 
mans would have given to one of 
their provinces. “A cross between 
apricots and plums,” came the addi- 
tional info in response to my fur- 
rowed brow. 

But aren’t those called pluots? | 
wondered silently as the couple who 
ran the stand consulted in urgent 
whispers, then sold some fruit to 
somebody else. Did they not know 
the word p/uot, or had they just be- 
come bored with it? Was this just 
the flip side, the stone-fruit version, 
of “absotively, posilutely,” a favorite 
expression of my gung-ho seventh- 
grade math teacher? 

| give myself partial credit as a fruit 
snoop, for some plum-apricot hybrids 
are indeed known as pluots. These are 
the fruits whose smooth skins reflect a 
dominant plum heritage. Apriums, by 
contrast, are predominantly apricots; 
hence the-orange-yellow color and the 
fuzz. In truth, | am not sure | would 
have known apriums differed from or- 
dinary apricots; pluots, despite their 
plummy skins, tend to be bigger and 
more varied in color than plums (one 
group of greenish ovoids are known as 
dinosaur eggs), but apriums could eas- 
ily pass as members of a plumped-up 
apricot cultivar. 

And what, you ask, about the plum- 
cot? Yes, it exists; it is a 50-50 cross 
between a plum and an apricot and is 
the common ancestor of pluots and 
apriums. (You get the former by cross- 
ing a plumcot and a plum, the latter a 
plumcot with an apricot.) The plumcot 
is the oldest child, in one sense, of 
stone-fruit impresario Floyd Zaiger, of 
Modesto, whose Zaiger Genetics has 
held, since 1990, the trademarks to 
pluots and apriums. 

| suppose, in the interests of pre- 
cision and respect for the law, | 
should write Pluots® and Apri- 
ums®, and that does take a bit of 
the summertime sheen off. Still, 
these hybrid fruits are sweeter than 
their natural parents, and for those 
of us who can make no such claim, 


that is something.

You know how I feel about roasted ducks, speaking of animals in their natu- 
ral habitats (catfishes, frying pans). This was a great dish, although it would 
have been even better with something else besides eggplant.

As 
soon as the sun went down, I started dying of hypothermia. I had my bare feet 
inside my handbag under the table, and my hands in my footbag on top of the 
table ... Really though, thank you, Jesus, for hot tea, spicy food, interesting con- 
versation, warm people, blowtorches, dog shit, the internal-combustion engine, 
leftovers ...

ecently, I rode Muni’s N line 
train from my home in the 
Sunset District down to the 
Civic Center farmers market. I 
walked past the big apple stand 
at the top of the Muni escalator, the 
kiwi man from Sacramento, the date 
man from Palm Springs, all the way 
down to the exotic fish stand. Among 
the small species I saw laid out on the 
ice were red snapper, yellowtail’snap- 
per, corvina, and other natives of 
Mexico’s Sea of Cortez. San Francisco 
is a long way from that turquoise sea, 
and seeing those fish saddened me. 

I recall my own days on the Cortez 
this spring. I hiked 300 miles south 
along the coast of Baja California, 
from March through mid-May. This 
land is sparsely inhabited, and many 
times I encountered no one for 
stretches of 15 miles. But I did meet 
people, mainly fishermen who dwell 
for half the year in rustic, ramshackle 
camps on the beach, working hard al- 
most every single day. 

These men fish from 20-foot skiffs 
called pangas. The boats are fitted 
with powerful outboard engines and 
can travel 30 miles an hour over 
smooth seas, and they can be relied 
on to transport tons of fish through 
miles of stormy waters. The fisher- 
men use longlines, handlines, and 
gillnets. Harpoons, too, are launched 
by hand at sharks and manta rays — 
and occasionally at federally protect- 
ed sea turtles. This technology is ar- 
chaic compared to that of the great 
fish-factory ships that once came 
from Japan to fill their holds and re- 
turn across the Pacific again, but 
panga fishermen have been persistent 
in their efforts; the diversity and 
abundance of the Cortez’s sea life are 
declining, and most people agree that 
we are bearing witness today to an 
ecological travesty. 

While fishermen of the Cortez still 
make good money — as much as 
$200 a day (about 2,000 pesos) — the 
older men who worked the Sea of 
Cortez in its prime of health can 
attest that the grandeur of this sea has 
vanished. 

In the 1970s, “we would see a fish 
boil right off the beach here — yel- 
lowtail eating sardines — so we would 
get in the boats and drive out,” said 
Fernando Alonzo Abiega, a 65-year- 
old resident of the quiet town of 
Mulege. “We used handlines with 
lures; we did not need bait. It was so 
rich. For five minutes the fish would 
boil, then disappear. Then 200 meters 
away, they would rise again, and we 
would drive over and start again. And 
there were sometimes snapper and 
bass up on the surface. Wow! The sea 

was so rich, my friend! Fantastic!” 

Andres Higuera, 53, also of Mulege, 
has fished the Cortez since he was 8 
years old, and each season, he said, 
the health of the fishery has declined. 
I asked him if the days of commercial 
fishing are numbered in the Cortez, 
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Fishin’ gone 
By 2015 the Sea of Cortez will be fished out, and diners here will notice.

and he said, “Absolutely.” I asked how 
many seasons were left. He squinted 
and looked distantly, calculating and 
figuring, and finally he answered, 
“Nine or 10 years more. It is very sad.” 

But until that last roundup, in 2015 
or so, the men of Baja California will 
tap into the seafood market so long as 
fishing remains profitable. Most seem 
to regret the decline of life in the Sea 
of Cortez, but I met one man in the 
coastal village of Los Burros, 50 miles 
north of La Paz, who shrugged, 
laughed, and said, “But as fish disap- 
pear, prices go up. I still make 
money.” 

At wholesale prices, fish of the 
Cortez are very cheap. A whole yel- 
lowtail sells for just 50¢ a pound on 
the Baja beaches. And the famous yel- 
lowfin tuna (ahi, to sushi eaters) runs 
60¢ a pound. Dried shark fins, even- 
tually used for shark-fin soup, bring 
the men who catch the sharks just 
$1.30 a pound. And the number one 
fish of all, the red snapper — the real 
thing, not just California rockfish 
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Jaws: At a Baja fish butchery, the author holds the head of a shark, one of the most endangered and friendless animals on Earth. 


under a delicious pseudonym — sells 
for only $1.50 a pound on the beach. 

So Baja California fishermen must 
catch lots of fish to pay their expenses 
— most notably gasoline — and the 
evidence of the fishing industry is ap- 
parent near any coastal settlement. On 
beaches one will find three-foot-high 
heaps of filleted fish, all dried like 
cardboard in the desert sun. One will 
also find shark and manta ray carcass- 
es turning over in the surf — scores of 
them — still fresh and bloody where 
the fishermen butchered them. 

The fishermen tend to be perfectly 
nice and congenial people. When I 
wandered into their camps on an al- 
most daily basis, they would smile, 
call me friend, shake my hand, offer 
me a chair, often treat me to coffee 
and refried beans, and always fill my 
half-empty milk jugs with drinking 
water. 

But these nice men are destroying 
the Sea of Cortez — and they know it. 

I met one pair of men who had 
landed on the shore and were busy 


filleting sharks and stingrays on a re- 
mote beach. They said that they were 
from near Mulege, 30 miles away, but 
that they could no longer fish near 
town in the once thriving Bay of 
Conception. ’ 

“There are no more fish there,” one 
of the men said as he seized a little 
hammerhead shark from his pile of 
dead ones and began to chop it up. 
“We have caught them all.” 

At the end of the typical day, Baja 
fishermen will motor their catch 
back to camp to put into the icebox. 
There the fish reside for up to a 
week. For these long-term arrange- 
ments, the fish remain whole, so as 
to preserve freshness (sharks being 
an exception; they are immediately 
cut up and the fins salted and dried). 
Eventually, a clunky pickup truck 
limps over the rise, descends onto 
the beach, and loads up the week’s 
worth of fish. The heavily laden 
truck then returns over the bumpy 
dirt road (as much as 80 miles) to 
disperse the fish to the masses of the 


wider world. 

By the time Cortez snapper, mul- 
let, yellowtail, and so forth reach San 
Francisco markets and restaurants, 
they are not fresh fish by any means. 
They have passed through the hands 
of many intermediaries too, and 
prices have climbed. Through recent 
telephone investigations, I learned 
that Aqua Restaurant on California 
Street offers the-fine diner two-and- 
one-half ounces of not-so-fresh raw 
yellowtail for $23. And two very little 
pieces of yellowfin tuna sashimi at 
Ebisu on Ninth Avenue can be nib- 
bled for $4.25. And shark-fin soup 
can be had ... well, perhaps I just 
won't say. Among the most endan- 
gered and friendless groups of ani- 
mals on Earth are sharks; must I now 
recommend where one can eat them? 

It is true Baja fishermen no longer 
just cut off the shark fins and waste 
all the meat, yet a dead shark is still a 
dead shark. These animals grow and 
reproduce slowly and cannot keep 
up with the rate of slaughter. The 
shark fishery of Baja deserves no 
special attention, by the way. This is 
a worldwide problem; 100 million 
sharks are killed by people each year, 
and it is inexcusable for anyone 
claiming to be an environmentalist 
to eat shark, ever. 

But if one simply must go out 
now and then to enjoy a meal of 
delicate seafood, then one can at 
least thoughtfully choose one’s en- 
trées. Migratory species such as yel- 
lowfin tuna, yellowtail, mahimahi, 
salmon, and other pelagics are less 
susceptible to genocide than are reef 
fish like snapper, grouper, bass, and 
rockfish. These latter creatures, like 
people, make homes for themselves 
in attractive and comfortable neigh- 
borhoods on the bottom of the sea, 
but they never take vacations. Hu- 
mans learn where these year-round 
residents dwell, then drag nets and 
lures over them day in and day out. 
Humans often allow no time for 
these fish to grow big, pair up, and 
have babies, and gradually the rocky 
submarine reefs of the world are be- 
coming abandoned ghost towns of 
the sea. 

I have spent 10 months walking 
through Baja California in the past 
two years. I enjoy exploring the 
coastline, snorkeling, rationing my 
drinking water, coming across fish 
camps, and befriending strangers, but 
the life of a desert vagabond is ex- 
hausting; I may not return to Baja for 
years. But the Sea of Cortez is a beau- 
tiful thing — a flat, calm desert sea, 
almost a lake, sort of like the Red Sea 
of Egypt — and it’s just south of the 
border. I’ll try to get back before the 
year 2015. %

Smokin’ Mr. and Mrs. Smith brings Brangelina to the big screen. By Cheryl Eddy 


olks with their fingers on the 
celebrity-news pulse — especially 
readers of Star, the National 
Enquirer, In Touch, Life and Style 
Weekly, US Weekly, and any num- 
ber of online gossip sites — are already 
intimately familiar with the salacious 
subtext lurking beneath Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith’s highly polished surface. The 
rumored real-life love connection 
between its stars, Brad Pitt and Angelina 
Jolie, is among the hottest topics in the 
tabloid universe — right up there with 
Lindsay Lohan’s scary diet, the suspi- 
ciously public courtship of Tom Cruise 
and Katie Holmes, and all things Paris 
Hilton. US Weekly coughed up a cool 
million for the privilege of publishing 
“12 pages of new pics that prove the 
romance is real.” While the snaps of Pitt, 
Jolie, and Jolie’s toddler strolling on an 
African beach actually “proved” little — 
alas, no sucking face was documented 
— they certainly amplified the frenzy. 
Even the San Francisco Wax Museum 
has Brangelina on the brain, pairing the 
two ina tableau right out front, where 


you don’t even have to pay to see “em. 
There are other juicy facets to this 
tale, of course: Pitt’s marital woes, Jolie’s 
freewheeling history (buh-bye, Billy 
Bob), and the general feeling that the 
“sexiest woman alive” (Esquire) and the 
“sexiest man alive” (People) could not 
possibly coexist on a movie set without 
falling for each other. Photos of the duo 
holding hands while filming Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith — who cares if they were in 
character or not! — and eyewitness 
accounts of frisky frolics proved con- 
vincing enough for shrieks of “It’s 
true!” (US Weekly again; the mag’s con- 
tinuing coverage, which has provided 
gainful employment to scores of “body 
language experts,” also included a Jolie- 
focused story titled “How She Stole 
Brad.”) So far, my favorite incident in 
the Brangelina saga comes courtesy of 
Star's reportage on their African vaca- 
tion, which apparently gave way to 
boot-knockin’ so vigorous, hotel staff 
were at first terrified by, then in awe of, 
the ensuing racket: “Miss Jolie got so 
excited, the guards thought maybe Mr. 
Pitt was taking juju herbs to give him 
the strength of a lion.” What? What? 
Naturally, all spokespeople in official 
capacities are still denying everything, 
and it’s not because they care about 
Jennifer Aniston's feelings. All the buzz 
adds an extra layer of intrigue to Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith — potentially luring 
audiences who might otherwise brush 
off the film as True Lies redux. Which it 
is, essentially, sexing up the spies-in- 
suburbia angle with jazzy direction by 
Doug Liman (The Bourne Identity, 
Swingers) and the best-looking cast 
since, well, ever. The movie opens with 
the Smiths — John (Pitt) and Jane 
(Jolie) — in marriage counseling,

where he can’t even remember how 
long they’ve been hitched (“five or six 
years”). Though they fell in love under 
exciting circumstances, bonding after a 
fiery chance meeting in Colombia, life 
is now a dull routine. Conversations at 
the Smith household are strenuously 
polite, revolving around topics like the 
dinner menu and which curtains to 
hang in the living room. There’s palpa- 
ble tension — and not the good kind. 

Any fool who's seen the movie’s trail- 
er knows John and Jane have commu- 
nication issues. They really, truly can’t 
be honest with each other. In the name 
of conflict and cinematic coincidence, 
they’re both withholding their true 
identities as top-secret assassins. (What 
are the chances?) And they're both 
damn good at their jobs, zipping out of 
their comfortable hood to quickly dis- 
patch their prey, using a combination 
of firepower, cunning, and in Jane’s 
case, at least one dominatrix getup. 
They even have his-and-hers weapon 
stashes, concealed in spots that snicker 
at the traditional gender roles this cou- 
ple only pretends to embody: Jane's, 
behind the oven; John’s, beneath the 
tool shed out back. 

Who they actually work for, any 
moral issues all this calculated killing 
raises, and other incidentals are jetti- 
soned in favor of focusing on John and 
Jane’s relationship, which shifts from 
boring to dangerous after they're both 
assigned the same target (Adam Brody, 
very Seth Cohen-esque even outside of 
The O.C.). Naturally, they get in each 


other’s way while trying to carry out the 
hit. The situation worsens when each 
Smith — they're both so competitive 
they can’t even pull out of their drive- 
way without racing — realizes exactly 
who that other, mission-bungling assas- 
sin was. Double entendres abound: “I 
missed you,” she says, when they're back 
in faux-bliss mode after exchanging 
bullets in the desert. “I missed you too,” 
he replies. Wink, wink. 

Inevitably, these ruthless executioners 
must battle each other, symbolically 
wreck their tasteful abode, and realize, 
with sudden clarity, they really do love 
each other. With their darkest secrets 
revealed, they can finally be a fully 
functioning couple — albeit with nag- 
ging differences (she’s deliberate, he’s 
spontaneous) and the small matter of 
dodging their angry, armed-to-the- 
teeth eniployers. As John’s associate 
Eddie (Vince Vaughn, who provides 
nearly all the film’s comic high points) 
warns, “You two stay together, you're 
dead.” Thus, the film’s overlong final 
third is full of go-boom set pieces, 
including a pretty awesome car chase in 
which the Smiths drive a minivan, and 
a shoot-out in a home-furnishings store 
(at this point, the domestic-disturbance 
motif rings a little heavy — we get it, 
already). Throughout, XXX: State of the 
Union screenwriter Simon Kinberg, 
who was a Columbia University student 
-when he penned Mr. and Mrs. Smith as 
his MFA thesis project, keeps the bick- 
ering repartee flying: “Don’t undermine 
me in front of the hostage!” 


I suspect Mr. and Mrs. Smith would 
not be nearly as much fun with a differ- 
ent cast. Word is, Nicole Kidman was 
originally supposed to play Jane — and 
after seeing wild-child Jolie in the role, | 
can’t even imagine what that would be 
like. Despite her knack for picking stinky 
material — Taking Lives, both Tomb 
Raider movies, Life or Something Like It, 
the soul-sucking Shark Tale, and the over- 
hyped Sky Captain and the World of 
Tomorrow — Jolie’s status as a Hollywood 
supernova remains utterly unchallenged. 
Even Alexander failed to draw much 
grumbling from the Oscar Reclamation 
Committee. As for Pitt, he’s made wiser 
choices over the years, though he’s clear- 
ly better in contemporary pieces (Fight 
Club, Ocean's Eleven) than in period 
work (muscles aside, Troy? Feh). 

In Mr. and Mrs. Smith both actors 
are in their element, mixing action-hero 
antics with slinky dance numbers; they 
also work up enough sexual tension to 
justify all those breathless tabloid 
reports (and perhaps even a certain 
high-profile divorce). Big, dumb, 
exceedingly implausible, and worthy 
of a jumbo tub with extra butter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith is hardly the 
greatest movie ever made. But if it’s 
Jolie-Pitt chemistry you seek, look no 
further — together, they practically 
put the periodic table up on the 
screen for your enjoyment. %

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Stage fright 


n the early 90s, mainstream theaters went into the multicultural unknown in 
search of new stories, new voices, and big grants. Rich, challenging works by 
artists like Jose Rivera, Suzan-Lori Parks, Octavio Solis, and Han Ong were 
staged, and some theaters were able to cash in. The Lila Wallace-Reader’s Digest 
Fund, for example, set aside some $25 million dollars for drama; the money was 
spread out, but $2.5 million went to the Berkeley Repertory Theatre. I’m not sure 
how much was given to Center Theater Group in Los Angeles, which is the most 
influential theater in the region (it’s the home of the vaunted Mark Taper Forum), 
but it likely benefited from the influx of money. At the time, optimists saw big, in- 
clusive changes on the horizon, and even cynics refrained from pointing out the in- 
evitable reaction and further turning of the wheel. There were new works and new 
artists, but too often multicultural theater became just another funding angle. 
~ L.A. is a long drive for Bay Area theater audiences, but not for theater artists, who 
take work where they find it — and the change in the economic and cultural:climate 
has been felt throughout the region, in no small way by theater artists on stages 
everywhere.

Ritchie, in there too. In late since passed - 

May, Ritchie left his scent on 

L.A.-area hydrants by dumping the organization’s 13-year-old new-plays programs, 
which nurtured groups and individuals who create outside the mainstream: 
Blacksmyths Theater Lab, the Asian Theater Workshop, the Latino Theater Initia- 
tive, and Other Voices (for the disabled). He also canceled the annual new-works fes- 
tival, which this year brought audiences to the Kirk Douglas Theater in Culver City 
(to make his feelings clear, Ritchie boycotted this year’s fest). Could Ritchie claim al- 
legiance to some urban hood or another rather than a series of comfortable lawns 
—most recently the Williamstown Theatre Festival — one might toss him a bone of 
credibility rather than sending out for the usual filet. But when I called for our pre- 
viously scheduled interview, | was told, “Michael’s disappeared.” 

The impact on theater up and down the West Coast will be felt; whether or not 
the programs generated a lot of standout work, their existence provided a boost in 
the work-starved West. In a memo distributed to CTG employees, Ritchie described 
the move as a desire to concentrate on new play production rather than new play 
development. The model CTG has been using, he wrote, “was a great innovation in 
its time. But over the years its effectiveness has faded.” Furthermore, he declared he 
was going to shape all this hands-on. Which makes a person wonder whether audi- 
ences will continue to experience the ambitious and often stirring mix of plays by 
playwrights like Luis Alfaro and Lynn Nottage that they came to expect under now- 
retired founding artistic director Gordon Davidson. I couldn't help noticing that of 
the first 16 plays announced under Ritchie's leadership, 15 were written by white 
men. (The other will be staged by the deserving but hardly risky Culture Clash.) 

According to S.F. resident and onetime Pomo Afro Homo Brian Freeman, who 
was recently let go after three years as the head of Blacksmyths, during his first 
meeting with Ritchie, the latter said something to the effect of, wasn’t it a great 
thing that the race question has finally been settled? Freeman and Alfaro, the re- 
cently sacked head of the Latino Theater Initiative, were outspoken in their opposi- 
tion to Ritchie's decision, which isn’t surprising. Whereas CTG staffer Diane Ro- 
driguez (promoted to associate producer in charge of play development in the 
wake of the cuts) stood up and tried out her new muscles: “I’m here and I’m pretty 
loud,” she told the Los Angeles Times. “With me around, youre not likely to forget 
it.” One questions if Rodriguez has raised her loud voice lately, and if so, how loud 
she yelled. Holler or not, her voice didn’t stop anything, and one wonders why she 
thinks she'll be effective in her new position. 

Tim Dang, of the smaller but prolific East-West Players, moved in both direc- 
tions at the same time, opposing the cuts but putting a hand in the air to support 
collaborative duty. And former CTG literary manager Oliver Mayer — currently an 
associate professor at the University of Southern California who in the early ’90s 
created Joe Louis Blues — took a bootstrap position. “Michael Ritchie has the free- 
dom to do anything he wants,” he declared. “Everyone is so oriented to these pro- 
grams that they don’t get out and really work. Things are good here; we've got a 
new mayor and a lot of talent. This is a wake-up call.” Could these changes be for 
the better? The canceled programs were not perfect. But check back in a couple of 
years to see how things have worked out. The heyday of support for multicultural 
theater was spawned by a unique context, which has long since passed. *%

'70s-derived High Tension paints a bloody picture. By Johnny Ray Huston 


spoiler alert for academics and 
horror fans who've read Carol 
Clover’s Men, Women and 
Chainsaws: French director 
Alexandre Aja’s bloodbath of a 
directorial debut, High Tension, repre- 
sents a sort of endgame for the 
remake-revived slasher genre — it’s 
the movie that turns the figure of the 
Final Girl inside out. This crimson- 
coated, fleshy tidbit of info won't 
come as a surprise to anyone who has 
spent more than a minute puzzling 
over the mental state of Suzy Bannion 
in Suspiria, even if Aja owes less of a 
debt to the giallo work of that film’s 
director, Dario Argento, than to the Ed 
Gein studies of Alfred Hitchcock (in 
terms of psychology) and Tobe 
Hooper (in terms of Brer-Rabbit- 
gone-berserk human hunting). Yet 
first-time viewers will still probably 
cry foul — in various other countries, 
they already have — when High 
Tension decides to do the twist. 

On the surface, Aja has built a loud, 
shoe-scrunching, tendon-tearing — 
and did I say bloody? — adrenaline- 
rush machine, capping it with a crim- 
son shower of a finale that presents an 
alternate, unhappy version of the 
hitchhiking rescue that caps Hooper’s 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre. The setup is 
as simple as the execution is stylish: 
law students Marie (Cécile De France) 
and Alex (Maiwenn) have retreated to 


the farmhouse owned by the latter's 
parents for some heavy-duty studying. 
Sexual tension simmers in their 
friendship; butch Joan of Arc type 
Marie harbors an obvious crush on 
long-haired American Alex, and 
because Marie hasn’t come to terms 
with it or come out about it, Alex feels 
free to repay the adoration with teas- 
ing conversation and, as night falls, an 
almost mean-spirited prank. Yet this 
duo aren't the only ones traveling 
toward their rural destination. 
Introduced with a scene that gives lit- 
eral meaning to the phrase “giving 
head,” a homicidal maniac (Philippe 
Nahon) also has a nighttime appoint- 
ment there. He’s even polite enough to 
ring the doorbell. 

On arrival, he uses a piece of 
restored furniture to dispatch his ini- 
tial victim, and is soon sending the 
first of many red geysers spraying 
across the scenery. The battle is offi- 
cially on, with Marie racing to save 
herself and Alex — if not the rest of 
Alex’s family — from a vicious and 
gruesome death. Heroines don’t come 
much craftier than Marie, who has the 
forethought to wipe off a wet sink so 
there’s no evidence of her presence in 
a room that the murderer soon sets 
about searching. When Nahon’s cack- 
ling, petrol-smeared, nameless mon- 
ster — a mechanic who fixes people 
by killing them — kidnaps Alex and 


stows her in the back of his ram- 
shackle van, Marie finds a way to 
prance doe-like into the vehicle as 
well, bringing the trio to a tour de 
force gas station sequence that delivers 
what the title promises. From there, 
it’s deep into the woods, with reality 
hard to discern from nightmare as 
Marie drives a hot rod sporting a 
paint job that eerily reverses the yel- 
low-and-black color scheme of a road 
at night. 

High Tension’s high profile says 
something about the changing com- 
mercial tides of French cinema. Aja 
forsakes the art house shock tactics 
that have been de rigueur of late for 
outright imitation of — or, in this 
case, outdoing of — big-budget 
Hollywood bombast. A few years back, 
at the Toronto International Film 
Festival, I showed a*red-smeared still 
from this film to a sullen and snipe- 
ready Bruno Dumont, who was at the 
fest promoting his much-reviled post— 
Sept. 11 reconfiguration of ’70s 
European art and American horror 
motifs, Twentynine Palms. While 
Dumont’s brilliant but gratingly abra- 
sive contrarian shocker (currently 
finding Internet Movie Database raves 
now that people can see it on DVD 
without the company of snickering 
“entertain me” hordes) is designed to 
have all the audience appeal of a stink 
bomb, Aja fashions an obvious calling

card targeting many of the same refer- 
ence points but with crowd-pleasing 
intent. The success of his efforts might 
even surprise him, as High Tension is 
surely the first French — or foreign, 
for that matter — film in years to 
receive a widespread U.S. release dur- 
ing summertime blockbuster mad- 
ness. Its selective use of dubbing posi- 
tions it as grand guignol’s revenge on 
comparatively puritan American 
prurience. As well as political correct- 
ness — Vito Russo would be enraged. 
Wes Craven has tapped Aja to update 
The Hills Have Eyes, yet Aja’s already 
made the type of ’70s backwoods hor- 
ror that inspires remakes — it just hap- 
pens to be set in contemporary France. 
And it’s more than ready for export, a 
point its star’s tacky moniker drives 


‘Gunsmoke’ and mirrors 


A new doc tracks “terror” back to its origins. By Susan Gerhard 


uckrakers and filmmakers love 
the smoking gun, that single 
piece of evidence that so tidily 
ties disparate plot elements 
together. But they aren't the 
only ones — the political philosopher 
at the center of Adam Curtis’s The 
Power of Nightmares loved Gunsmoke. 
In this latest by the BBC-funded docu- 
mentarian, whose political analyses 
have dug up all manner of muck and 
organized it into elegant essays, we 
learn that the series in which Marshal 
Matt Dillon coolly cured Dodge City 
of lawlessness week after week was the 
favorite of a University of Chicago 
professor who just happens to have 


been the seminal figure of the neocon- _ 


servative movement today. His name 
was Leo Strauss, and apparently, he 
liked the idea of absolute truth even if 
it was complete fiction. The man who 
would influence the likes of Donald 


Rumsfeld, Paul Wolfowitz, and the 
Kristol clan to fight a cold war with 
hot rhetoric would rush home after 
seminars to eat a quick meal and seat 
himself on the couch in time to catch 
every second of the battle between 
good and evil in late-19th-century 
Kansas. Gunsmoke was his show — 
and you could say that “gun smoke 
and mirrors’ is his legacy. 

Curtis uses only a single photo of 
Strauss throughout his three-part 
series, and he doesn’t tire of using the 
tried-and-true zoom to indicate some 
fundamentally ambiguous evil lurking 
within that photo. But he didn’t have 
to: The many Strauss apprentices, 
Irving Kristol and Richard Pipes 
among them, are scary enough as they 
speak of their global agenda to the 
British interview crew. Curtis’s now- 
signature style of “illustrated journal- 
ism” — his ransacking of the BBC and 
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Hollywood archives for the English- 
speaking world’s most awful 
moments, from Christian aerobics 
videos to outrageously orientalizing 
entertainment clips — lift off from 
the talking heads, adding essential 
visual critique and at times even com- 
edy to the film’s sober political assess- 
ments. 

The argument builds from the con- 
clusion Curtis reached at the close of 
his exhaustive 2002 series on the his- 
tory of public relations, The Century 
of the Self: the alienated hordes, having 
liberated their “human potential” 
through est or exercise, were left more 
vulnerable than ever to the mass mar- 
keting of products or politics. Curtis's 
mode this time is to compare and 
contrast, focusing on the neoconserv- 
ative and Islamist movements through 
the past half century, which, Curtis 
argues, emerged from the same fear of 


moral weakness. Egyptian dissident 
Sayyid Qutb became radicalized after a 
1949 visit to Greeley, Colo., that left 
him hating America for its material- 
ism, vulgarity, and growing influence 
on his culture. But his Islamist move- 
ment, according to Curtis, would grow, 
transplant itself to Afghanistan to help 
fight off the Soviet Union, then dwin- 
dle long before Sept. 11, 2001. The 
World Trade Center bombing was the 
work of a small splinter group, which 
the neocons would reinvent as a vast 
“network.” Just as the zeal of neocons 
for finding phantom Soviet weapons 
would increase as any real threat from 
the Soviet Union diminished, the less 
real evidence of threat al-Qaeda repre- 
sented, the more threatening and 
wide-ranging U.S. leaders, led by neo- 
con handlers, would find them. 
Covering well-trammeled decades, 
Curtis offers us some great surprises

home. De France proves an apt match 
for Gallic icon of abjection Nahon, who 
gleefully takes his murderous pig per- 
sona from Gaspar Noé’s I Stand Alone 
and Irreversible into sheer caricature ter- 
ritory here. Television ads for High 
Tension may make liberal use of its 
heroine in an ass-kicking guise that 
recalls (where art thou?) Lori Petty dur- 
ing her Tank Girl bid for stardom, but 
don’t be misled. Ultimately, the movie 
presents itself as one woman’s, rather 
than a feminist, revenge fantasy. The 
conceit may be ludicrous, but all the 
psychosexual symbols are perfectly in 
place — Aja is French, after all. +

— first, by shuffling the heroes-vil- 
lains deck. Kissinger, Nixon, Bush the 
Senior, and even Bill Clinton (previ- 
ously dismissed for ending welfare to 
please Dick Morris’s focus groups in 
The Century of the Self) are given 
strangely heroic roles. In this essay, the 
enemy of my enemy (the neocons) is 
my friend. But the film is at its most 
brilliant when simultaneously deploy- 
ing its best audio-visuals for humor, 
tragedy, and poignancy, all competing 
for our emotional attention. As when 
Ronald Reagan dedicates the space 
shuttle Columbia’s 1982 journey to 
the freedom fighters of Afghanistan, 
with the sounds of 2001: A Space 
Odyssey playing on the soundtrack and 
the recent memory of Columbia’s 
eventual crash playing in our frontal 
lobes. Two decades later, and in 
Reagan’s lifetime, the space shuttle and 
the land of those freedom fighters 
would both go up in flames. %

The PFA puts J. Hoberman’s Dream Life on-screen. By Max Goldberg 


alk into any of the films play- 

ing as part of J. Hoberman’s 

“American Outlaws: Scenes 

from the Dream Life” series 

at Berkeley’s Pacific Film 
Archive and be prepared to face still- 
extant relics from the 60s head on: a 
placard designating the People’s Park, 
a giant Jimi mural, the stale smell of 
smoked grass, etc. A bit bloated and 
sodden as far as national myths go, the 
60s are omnipresent on the blocks of 
Telegraph Avenue leading 


that sounds far-out, well, that’s 
Hoberman’s point. 

Using narrative analysis as his cen- 
tral point of inquiry, Hoberman 
demonstrates the decade's sea change 
in a snappy series of character permu- 
tations: the Hollywood Freedom 
Fighter ¢ives way to the Secret Agent 
of History, who becomes the 
Righteous Outlaw, who morphs into 
the Legal Vigilante before settling as 
the ’60s Survivor. These categories are 


Altamont unleashed, Manson discoy- 
ered, and Night of the Living Dead 
favorably reviewed in the Village Voice. 
Given the context, how could one not 
see Romero’s low-budget dystopic 
vision as “the most literal possible 
image of America devouring itself?” 
Hoberman’s scope is, to be sure, 
ambitious, and there are points when 
it’s difficult to keep score of all that his 
argument encompasses. Still, The 
Dream Life works brilliantly in small 
chunks, and it can be quite 


up to the UC Berkeley 
campus. And yet, while 
counterculture icons 
abound, how many of us 
actually remember how it 
all went down from the 
JEK era to Nixon? In his 
book The Dream Life: 
Movies, Media, and the 
Mythology of the Sixties 
(the genesis of the PFA 
series) Hoberman’s proj- 
ect is one of contextual- 
ization. Deftly maneuver- 
ing landmarks both 
political and cinematic, 
the Village Voice film crit- 
ic painstakingly unravels 
a notoriously knotted 
era, examining the 
thorny negotiation 
process that has cast such a long shad- 
ow on American culture. 

Hoberman’s brief series at the PFA 
shies away from the Vietnam genera- 
tion’s most oversaturated films in the 
interest of privileging context over 
cults of personality that develop 
around icons like Easy Rider. Indeed, 
Hoberman is concerned here with the 
films that didn’t live on — those that 
didn’t survive the ’60s for a healthy 
shelf life in Blockbusters the nation 
over. Hence selections like Wild in the 
Streets and Joe: brash, unabsorbed 
relics where cultural crisis shapes fan- 
tasies of hippie power and conserva- 
tive backlash. While a holdover like 
Bonnie and Clyde can be considered in 
terms of its aesthetic technique or 
dramatic performances, a dated freak- 
out like Bloody Mama — tagline: “The 
Family That Slays Together Stays 
Together” — comes‘off wholly as a 
piece performed in the year 1969. The 
film, directed by shoestring king 
Roger Corman, depicts dysfunction 
on a spectacular scale. Described by 
Hoberman as the “degenerate child of 
Bonnie and Clyde, Bloody Mama con- 
fronts America from inside the 
nuclear family; the film concerns a 
murderous, druggy clan headed by a 
gleefully outrageous, worshipped 


matriarch played by Shelley Winters. If

fluid and flexible, with manifestations 
both .rom the left and right sprinkling 
film history — for example, 
Hoberman sees John Wayne’s hero in 
The Alamo and Kirk Douglas’s 
Spartacus as political mirrors of the 
same Hollywood Freedom Fighter 
mold. In themselves, these characteri- 
zations do a lot to emphasize just how 
culturally loaded such archetypes 
were, but it’s in tracing the transitions 
from type to type that Hoberman 
really comes to life, evoking a wrench- 
ing account of a shifting national con- 
sciousness. Contemporary college stu- 
dents may recognize Captain America 
as a hippie idol and Dirty Harry as a 
reactionary action hero, but 
Hoberman connects the dots, and, in 
doing so, explicates how these ideas 
came into being. 

Because in that era politics and per- 
formance became increasingly inter- 
changeable (perhaps the *60s genera- 
tion’s defining contribution to the 
modern world) 
ground all this movie mythmaking in 
its political counterpart, and 
Hoberman does so with tenacity. He’s 
expert at emphasizing the Vietnam 
era’s light-speed synchronicity; he does 
so beautifully by showing, for example, 
that the last two months of 1969 had 
Nixon lashing out, My Lai uncovered, 


, it’s necessary to 


thrilling to contemplate the 
threads: to trace the devel- 
_| opment of the “pseudo- 

f event” from JFK and The 
Manchurian Candidate to 
Chicago *68 and Wild in the 
Streets to Nixon’s ’72 cam- 
paign and The Candidate; to 
connect the “sickness” at the 
heart of Shock Corridor, 
Catch-22, and Lenny Bruce's 
comedy; to see how James 
Bond’s pleasure in violence 
anticipates the culminating 
massacre of The Wild Bunch. 
When this showman’s eye for 
narrative combines with 
crackling prose (a favorite: 
“Eastwood trumped Elvis in 
proposing a new synthesis 
between hipster and 
enforcer”), Hoberman reveals himself 
a critic to be reckoned with. 

While The Dream Life is an invalu- 
able document in and of itself, it seems 
doubly impressive coming from the 
Village Voice’s main film critic. Besides 
being unbelievably productive, 
Hoberman is impressively versatile; he 
may not possess the polemical flare of 
a Pauline Kael or the philosophical ele- 
gance of an André Bazin, but rarely 
has a film critic seemed so comfortable 
considering the medium from so many 
angles. As Hoberman’s readers know 
from his work on experimentalist Jack 
Smith or reviews of films like Au 
Hasard Balthazar, he isn't shy about 
giving himself over to aesthetic analy- 
sis of the films he loves, but he’s also 
capable of considering movies as cul- 
tural phenomenon. In The Dream Life 
the proof is in the pudding. The fact 
that he can, and is willing to, go both 
ways strikes me as a great strength and 
makes Hoberman an important medi- 
ating presence in the often divisive 
annals of film criticism. %

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This thing called love | 


Three plays explore the L word’s darker side. By Robert Avila 


he word love covers a lot of 

ground. That’s probably why its 

personification wears roller 

skates in Victor Lodato’s 3F, 4F. 

It also explains the wide area 
for misunderstanding and meander- 
ing (read: adultery) among the par- 
ties involved in a dissolving marriage 
in Joanna Murray-Smith’s Honour. In 
both plays, love as the basis of family 
and community collides headlong 
with love as the ultimate arbiter of 
individual destiny. 

If love (like art) allows a wide 
scope for meaning and mayhem, then 
it’s also deeply rooted in both social 
and personal questions and commit- 
ments. Whether one is in it or out of 
it, in a world continually divided into 
insiders and outsiders, love can be as 
much a political as a biological fact. 
As no doubt Medea can tell you — or 
the actress playing Medea, who defies 
her director’s agenda and refashions 
her character as a feminist icon in 
John Fisher’s shrewd and very amus- 
ing Medea: The Musical. 

This sort of tension is practically 
built into the setting of 
Lodato’s play: a bi-level 
stage depicting two identi- 
cal apartments furnished in 
drastically different styles. 
Below, an old married 
English couple, Alfred 
(Edward Sarafian) and 
Myrna (Wanda 
McCaddon), live in modest 
but well-preserved comfort 
and taste, while above them 
two flaky twentysomething 
males, Murph (Daniel 
Talbott) and Kurt (Ian 
Scott McGregor), wallow in 
the motley, untidy func- 
tionalism of Murph’s dorm 
room-style decor. But if the 
parallel floor plans hint at underlying 
equivalencies between two superfi- 
cially irreconcilable sets of neighbors, 
Lodato soon complicates any hope of 
so pat a structure. Particularly after a 
buxom roller-skating love goddess 
and self-help-seminar guru named 
Khula (Cassie Beck) inspires changes 
in both households, we come to rec- 
ognize other even more drastic gulfs 
between and within all four love- 
starved urbanites. 

But is Khula — who may be a 
modern-day Aphrodite or merely an 
everyday scam artist — really the way 
across them? Is she a bridge to bliss or 
to nowhere? Lodato cannily avoids a 
single answer. Instead, in this Magic 
Theatre world premiere, Lodato’s 
intriguing exploration of love and 
desire holds the good and bad, the

noble and ignoble, in suspension 
throughout, while seeing his flawed if 
finally sympathetic characters as part 
of an urban landscape at once alienat- 
ingly unfettered and violently repres- 
sive. Sharply directed by Pam 
MacKinnon and beautifully acted 
(McCaddon and Sarafian deliver 
especially poignant performances), 3F, 
4F’s occasional deficiencies — includ- 
ing a somewhat abrupt, not entirely 
satisfying ending — only slightly 
dampen its evocative architecture and 
well-honed, spot-on dialogue. 
Lodato’s roller-skating love goddess 
becomes Fisher’s Aphrodite-in-an- 
Afro (IIdiko Polony) in Medea: The 
Musical, where even amid the nonstop 
fun of the play’s camp humor, expert 
staging, and deft comedic acting, sex- 
ual politics have a serious place. The 
revival of artistic director Fisher’s 
award-winning 1994 musical comedy 
— about a querulous and incestuous 
theater company rehearsing a musical 
version of Euripides’ drama — not 
only updates Greek tragedy for the 
tragically hip 21st century, it ups the

ante for agenda-conscious gay theater 
by turning love into a political 
weapon. Plotwise, the situation is sim- 
ple: the openly gay leading man play- 
ing Jason (Nathan Baynard) finds 
himself falling for his charmingly 
jagged female costar (Sarah Mitchell), 
whose romantic advances may or may 
not be motivated by her desire to res- 
cue Medea from the gay politics of the 
director (Fisher). “I’m trying to create 
a space for the homosexual onstage,” 
the director explains to his obstreper- 
ous actress. “Maybe this isn’t the right 
play for creating a space,” she suggests. 
“Every play is the right play,” he 
responds. 

But as Sarah-Medea reverses both 
Fisher and Euripides, in the process 
turning Nathan-Jason into the story’s 
exile (this time from the Castro), the 


overlapping polarities in the play- 
within-the-musical-within-the-play 
get increasingly complex (and hilari- 
ous). Along the way we’re made to 
wonder (as in Lodato’s play) about the 
mix of opportunism and selflessness 
in this thing called love, but also about 
what, if anything, a more unsettled 
concept of sexuality does to our poli- 
tics in the first place. 

As love's siren song — in the shape 
of an ambitious, young journalist 
(Christa Scott-Reed) — lures a suc- 
cessful, happily married middle-aged 
editor (John Doman) into the prover- 
bial midlife crisis in Berkeley Rep’s 
slick season closer, Honour, love looks 
every bit the egotistical high and 
pathetic comedown we associate with 
Bo Derek and Dudley Moore. But 
playwright Murray-Smith soon com- 
plicates this picture too as Honor 
(Kathleen Chalfant), a once-writer 
become mother and jilted housewife, 
finds the catastrophe of heartbreak 
and divorce bringing her poet’s voice 
to life again. Artistic director Tony 
Taccone directs an impressive New 
York cast in a play that not 
always convincingly but often 
wittily and sometimes 
scathingly surveys the unstable 
ground beneath the institution 
of marriage, while unearthing 
class tensions, familial illu- 
sions, and personal and social 
insecurities galore. 

While the characters’ situa- 
tions can strain credulity, 
| overall playwright and cast 
neatly question our sympa- 
| thies for yet another pack of 
seriously flawed yet strangely 
attractive characters. But then, 
charting the human heart 
means setting out across a 
field of contradictions, some- 
where between the truth and a lie. *

| *ve never seen anything like 
this — and I never will again,” 

Jerry Polo-Shirt vowed while 

sitting next to me, watching the 

Mars Volta roar through a 
series of lengthy Latin psych-free jazz 
jams at the Greek Theatre June 3. 
Think he might have even added, 
“Don't believe the hype,” quoting the 
combo that was said to be recording 
of late in the Bay Area with a noted 
local hip-hop shit stirrer. 

I don’t think Jer was talking about 
vocalist Cedric Bixler-Zavala’s tight 
James Brown—macked dance moves. 
Likely he was referring to the Jimi— 
meets—Sun Ra action going on down 
below, beneath the humongous Max 
Ernst—ish bird-headed figures and a 
big ole Brion Gyson-style 
dream machine. Rock musi- 
cal literacy — does that 
include Cream these days? I 
don’t know. And I don’t 
know how Fischerspooner 
played out the next night at 
the Fillmore, but couple the Mars 
Volta with the superloud, superloved, 
and superpracticed Sleater-Kinney at 
the Warfield June 4, and you might 
safely say there’s a heavy psych revival 
in full freaky flower right now, regard- 
less of whether the Polo-Shirts are 
aboard the schmagic acid-rock ship. 

Bixler-Zavala and guitarist Omar 
Rodriguez-Lopez seemed to be 
schooling the burby crew — few of 
which were probably at the secret 
show at Bottom of the Hill the previ- 
ous night — on all things tripped-out 
(including hot, marinated flute solos) 
at the Greek that night. And the pair 
seem to have pretty good taste too — 
judging from the “private mix tape” 
of artists they're picking as curators 
for All Tomorrow’s Parties’ 
Nightmare Before Christmas in the 
U.K. (Dec. 2-4). The schedule as 
defined by the two most expansive 
*fros in rock: Diamanda Galas, Les 
Savy Fav, Acid Mothers Temple, and 
the Bay Area’s own High on Fire and 
Fucking Champs. 

That’s their schedule — not so for 
onetime Bay Guardian contributor 
Arne Johnson, who tells me, “Our 
schedule is defined by 11-year-old 
girls these days.” He’s talking about his 
lot, along with his partner Shane 
King’s, in the hands of the subjects of 
their forthcoming documentary, Girls 
Rock!, about Portland, Ore.’s Rock ’n’ 
Roll Camp for Girls. The filmmakers 
are presently in Idaho, under the 
thumb of 11-year-old and 13-year-old 
sisters who want to go to the park and 
aren't going to let a couple of docu- 
mentarians stand in their way. 
Johnson and King are there to capture 
the girls before they attend the camp 
for 8- to 18-year-olds this summer. 


“One of the main things about the 
camp is it’s 100 percent OK to be 
exactly who you are,” Johnson 
explains. “They use rock’n’ roll to 
access that. They draw girls in who are 
excited about rock, but also use body 
image and zine-making and self- 
defense. They use all that to create 
these ‘little monsters’ — the director 
Misty McElroy says this — girls who 
aren't afraid to grab anything or do 
anything. They use this traditionally 
masculine institution to give these 
girls a chance to take it over, without 
an obvious open rebellion.” 

Johnson and King had been search- 
ing for a rich documentary subject 
when they attended Sleater-Kinney 
guitarist Carrie Brownstein’s talk with 


artist Yoshitomo Nara in San Jose last 
year. “She laid into a very inspiring 
speech about having just come from 
the camp, where she was teaching, and 
she said it was some of the best music 
she'd seen,” Johnson recalls. “These 
girls were so wild and risky.” 

Johnson and King’s work is far 
from done: the-editing should take 
them through 2006, They’re raising 
some of their funds June 15 with a 
benefit at Bottom of the Hill, featur- 
ing the return of the semiretired Tribe 
8, the preteen band Peach Fuzz, and 
the Stingrays, which includes the chil- 
dren of Crime drummer and The 
Devil and Daniel Johnston film pro- 
ducer Henry Rosenthal. 

Turns out local lady bands are so 
excited about the film and show that 
they’re already talking about organiz- 
ing a series. And it also turns out the 
men can't stop getting their mitts in: 
Portland-raised Johnson laughingly 
admits there’s.a certain irony that 
they're documenting a school focusing 
on female empowerment. Then, natu- 
rally, there are the dads. “|Henry 
Rosenthal] said his children had a 
band and they are going to play,” 
Johnson says with comic paternal 
authority, adding that they wondered 
if the kids would be into it. “No, 
they're going to play,” the proud and 
adamant papa said.

town soon, heightening the ham-on- 
wry factor (and level of political con- 
sciousness) you find with David Cross, 
who wrote the liner notes for 2004’s 
The Absurd Nightclub Comedy of 
Eugene Mirman (Suicide Squeeze). But 
Mirman’s experience on TV outlets 
like Late Night with Conan O’Brien 
and his role as the Russian foreign 
exchange student on Cartoon 
Network’s Home Movies haven't pre- 
pared him for, oh, those Friendster 
and My Space ads. “There’s these ads 
for True — they’re so annoyingly sex- 
ual! They let women on for free, and 
it’s like, ‘Tons of women, yaaah!’ A 
close-up on breasts and “find your true 
love’ You're like, ‘Oh, god, stop. It’s 
right there, and there’s no way to 
defeat it.

Doves haunt Some Cities. By Kimberly Chun

oofy animal costumes, a cozy relationship with the 

grim reaper, and music-video versions of The 

Wicker Man (the original “burning man”) — those 

are the images that run through the mind’s lens 

when listening to cinematic dream-rock Manchester 
trio Doves. But it’s really no stretch of the imagination: 
the beastie getups and dances with death have turned up 
on film during the band’s shows, while their cover of 
“Willow’s Song,” from The Wicker Man soundtrack, sur- 
faced on their 2003 Lost Sides rarities and B-sides collec- 
tion. Likewise, despite Doves’ industrial townie origins, 
the music on their first two albums, 2000’s Lost Souls and 
2002’s The Last Broadcast (both Heavenly/Astralwerks), 
seems to sail along some sparsely populated, twilit hori- 
zon, one that was open to both lighthearted, hayseed 
surrealism and darker, brooding preoccupations. Doves 
were there to peck the flesh from the bones of the dance 
culture they fluttered from and transform it into some- 
thing more than guano: a kind of smudgy, haunted 
English romanticism tinged by a love and fear of nature, 
in line with John Constable, The Go-Between, and 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. 

But that particular bird has flown. Some Cities 
(Capitol), the band’s latest postcard from “Doves’ 
World,” as guitarist Jez Williams once phrased it, puts a 
root down at disparate, musical and geographic points, 
coursing, for instance, between gently percolating 
Stereolab-like synth patterns and “Hotel California” 
chord progressions on “One of These Days.” 

“Too much history coming down / Another building 
brought to ground / Roads that come together / My 
memory never severs / The love’ll never sever for me,” 
Jimi Goodwin sensually drawls over the bluesy twang 
and the rock ’n’ roll stomp of a title track that wouldn't 
be out of place on the third Velvet Underground album. 
Propelled by a distorted piano line and adorned with 
ghostly vocal effects (and dovelike coos), the album’s first 
single, “Black and White Town,” continues the down-to- 
planet-rock sound with a Motown buoyancy that contin- 
ues through the next, over-the-top track, “Almost Forgot 
Myself.” It’s almost as if Doves have decided to light 
down in some cities that MTV, VH1, and all their vari- 
ants forgot. Their nest may be much altered (Goodwin 
has said the album was inspired, at first, by the changes 
they’d found in Manchester when they returned from 


tour), but that doesn’t mean they 
can’t pull some interesting musical 
threads, if not beauty, from the 
wreckage. 

And city changes never stop; the 
battle continues — though this 
time through London traffic when 
Williams comes to the phone to 
talk about Some Cities. We last 
spoke five years ago, when Doves 
were touring the States for the first 
time, complete unknowns support- 
ed by the even less-known Strokes. 
Back then, despite their newbie 
status, they were still fully capable 
of leaving the audience at Bimbo’s 
with their jaws gaping, as they 
peeled through an intense set of 
dream-psych, ending with the trio’s 
Hacienda-era acid house hit, 
“Spaceface,” created in their previ- 
ous incarnation, Sub Sub. 

In contrast to Lost Souls and 
The Last Broadcast, Some Cities reflects the more 
improvised life of a band that has, by now, done its 
time on the road. Hesitant to break their flight pattern 
and resistant to being caged, Goodwin, Williams, and 
his brother Andy, who plays drums, wrote the album in 
rentals and cottages scattered around the U.K. (locales 
like Snowdonia ended up lending their names to songs 
like “Snowden” ). “To be honest, going to a residential 
studio for another two months being cooped up in 
another room — especially after being cooped up on a 
tour bus — it seemed like a ridiculous idea,” Williams 
said last week. “So I guess that’s why we started to 
move around a bit.” 

Assisted by coproducer Ben Hillier (Blur), they ended 
up recording in Liverpool, Brixton, and in an abandoned 
school in Loch Ness. “It was in this tiny little village, and 
it kind of reminded me of The Wicker Man,” said 
Williams. “It had this kind of homely feel to it, and it 
was a little bit strange.” 

Doves are learning to cherish those elements of animal 
unpredictability. “We wanted to let the mistakes happen 
— if there were any — and keep more of the character 
that may have been edited out on the last two,” Williams 
explained. “What comes with digital technology is people 
start developing bad habits and try to clean everything 
up and may be, in fact, editing some of the actual soul 
out of it. 

“You do hear records like that and I think obviously 
that’s a bad thing. The thing about computers is you're 
always looking at music when you should be listening to 
it. We wanted to go back to that way of thinking when 
you do it with your ears rather than your eyes.” 

Doves are going to try their best to keep body and 
spirit intact, after canceling performances at South by 
Southwest and Coachella and in San Francisco due to 
Goodwin’s laryngitis and voice loss. But somehow 
they'll also manage to avoid getting pinned down, or 
cooped, keeping in mind the essence of their music. “It’s 
always been about escapism. Always escape,” Williams 
said. “Music shouldn't be that closed.” “Free Bird” jokes 
stop here. *

Children's Music for Adafis Volume t 


Child’s play 


here may be a new wave of music by children — as 
the most recent installment of the Bay Guardian's 
Noise makes clear — but what exactly constitutes 
children’s, or childish, music? I grew up before Raffi, 
during the era of Free to Be You and Me, but really, my 
infant years and ears were permanently scarred by sounds 
like Minnie Ripperton’s piercing “Loving You” high note 
and scenarios like “Wildfire” ’s fatal run in the snow. Scan- 
ning my record collection today, I wouldn't be the first to 
put forward the notion that immaturity is a rock ’n’ roll re- 
quirement, from the adolescent gimme-gimme sexual and 
romantic desires that motor most lyrics, to the colorful fan- 
tasy worlds charted by famous or cult-ready sonic innova- 
tors: Brian Wilson's smiley-smiles, the Beatles’ cartoon uni- 
verses, and Joe Meek’s soundtracks for outer space creatures 
like the perky Globbots and sad, valley-dwelling Saroos. In- 
deed, rock’s iconic nicknames have a playground quality — 
we all know Ziggy isn’t just a sad-sack comic strip creation. 

Electronic music also lends itself to a sense of play. After 
all, one of the first electronic pop hits — “Popcorn,” by Hot 
Butter (including Moog innovator Gershon Kingsley) — 
scored the kids’ TV show Snippets, and even the avant-garde 
adventures of someone like Pierre Henry are riddled with 
goofy squeaks and squiggles. But if the not one but two 
brand-new compilations devoted to childcore themes — 
Childish Music (Staubgold) and Children’s Music for Adults 
Volume 1 (Daft Alliance) — are to be believed, the elementary 
schoolers of today are budding Aphex Twinlets. 

Compiled by Munich resident Ekkehard Ehlers, Childish 
Music, in particular, contains numerous echoes of Richard D. 
James's quieter ambience, one highlight being Lawrence's 
“Falling Down a Dam of Mashed Potatoes.” The title of that 
track is the most childish thing about it, but overall Ehlers’s 
comp does have moments of whimsy, from Devendra 
Banhart’s patty-cake contribution, to the bathtub bubble- 
blowing of Fan Club Orchestra. Not everything is rainbows 
and sunshine, though — Oren Ambarchi’s “Creepy Crawl” 
pairs forlorn harmonium with a voice similar to that of Pol- 
tergeist psychic Tangina Barrons, while the loveliest instru- 
mental, Kammerflimmer Kollektief’s melancholic “Alles 
Gluhen,” is orchestral in a manner that might make kids as 
bored as, well, kids trapped at a classical music recital. 

Perhaps because of songs like “Alles Gluhen,” the Aquarius 
Records Web site squabbles with Ehlers’s concept. “C’mon 
folks, using elfin effected vocals and sounds resembling those 
from a musicbox or toybox isn’t really enough to categorize 
something in this genre,” an anonymous reviewer declares, 
concluding, “Maybe it should’ve been titled Parentish Music.” 
That said, Ehlers hasn’t fabricated his theme so much as bor- 
rowed it from one of Childish Music’s contributors, Thrill 


Jockey artist Nobukazu Takemura, who has released albums 
under the name Child’s View and who runs a label called 
Childisc Recordings. Along with Kentucky-to-Nagoya trans- 
plant Shawn James Seymour and his group Lullatone, 
Takemura is the standout on a comp dominated by artists 
from Japan. From listening to the likes of World Standard, 
Arrow Tour, and Sketch Show, childish music seems to be 
Japanese music, defined by delicacy and refinement. 

The brainchild of San Francisco’s Nathan Berlinguette, 
Children’s Music for Adults is a tad more honest or accurate 
about its contents, which occasionally show some bite. 
“Everybody Changes, So Will You,” by Hell Hound (on My 
Trail), opens with some infectiously silly laughter and a perky 
melody, before a male announcer-like voice arrives. “Not only 
are babies being killed every day in America, their organs are 
also being harvested and sold on the black market,” he says, 
going on to break down prices for individual organs (spinal 
columns are $150, while brains net $9.99 — tax not includ- 
ed). Of the local stars on board — Hey Willpower, Tomo, and 
Deerhoof side project Open City — the one that sticks closest 
to the theme is Concentrick. Tim Green’s solo endeavor offers 
“Kidcentrick,” a track riddled with the sort of “Old MacDon- 
ald’s Farm” noises found on CocoRosie’s recordings. 

The title of Children’s Music for Adults spells out what Child- 
ish Music (unlike another recent kid-themed comp, The Bottle 
Let Me Down, on Bloodshot) seems to obfuscate: these sounds 
most likely provide womb service for people long past their 
teens. In fact, British musician and muser Momus recently used 
Ehlers’s comp as a trampoline for his own catchphrase, “cute 
formalism,” which is “what happens when ostranenie [making 
things strange] and onanie play themselves out in a social con- 
text of low anomie and bonhomie.” The trend inspires some 
ambivalence in Momus, who is old enough to remember the 
heyday of twee indie rock, and the backlash against it, when fel- 
low U.K. trend-watcher Simon Reynolds and others took a crit- 
ical ax to “la la” merchants like Tallulah Gosh. 

I’ve lived at least a few dozen childhoods since Marc 
Bolan’s voice first snaked out of my banana yellow, globular 
Panasonic radio to give me preschool nightmares, so I can’t 
claim to be an expert on music for today’s children. A few 
years back, my boyfriend and I scandalized our relatives by 
buying the R- rather than PG-rated version of Ashanti’s first 
album when granting a niece’s Christmas wish. The offensive 
bit — an off-color sample from Notorious B.1.G.s “#!*@ You 
Tonight” — was the best moment on the album, so at least 
her innocence was lost to lyrical imagination. As for Childish 
Music and Children’s Music for Adults, both are fun and 
worthwhile. But I suspect the boys and girls of today, raised 
to rate Omarion’s and Mario’s six-packs, just might dismiss 
these comps as kid stuff. +

Thighpaulsandra 
Double Vulgar I! (Beta-Lactam Ring) 


When the goth scene’s elder statesmen such 
as near-academic musical mystics 
Thighpaulsandra (né Tim Lewis) and his part- 
ners in Coil, come out to play, something truly 
off-putting almost always rears its head. My 
first taste of Thighpaulsandra, then in Coil, sent 
me running for the back of the room to escape 
the projections of hacked-up animals and a 
child who had jizzed himself at the sight of his 
mother’s death: the type of stuff one might 
consider doubly vulgar, indeed, It wasn't 
Lewis's usual fare, per se, but nothing really is. 

In the case of Double Vulgar I/, the shock- 
ing attention-grabber comes more in the form 
of pop influence than anything terribly grue- 
some. Lewis's side gigs in Spiritualized and 
Julian Cope's band might provide a little 
insight into how pop has insidiously seeped 
into his often-heavy stream of gauzy discord. 
His songs — actually compositions, each in 
the neighborhood of 10 to 20 minutes — can 
turn from echo-laden clicks and howls to 
straight-up rockers (‘Telly for Rex”). That 
gothy, ethereal magick is still the common 
thread that fastens each track to its succes- 
sor, but Lewis's constantly changing focus is 
remarkable. “The Vile Receipt” fools with dia- 
logue and ambient noise while nodding to 
Cleo Laine’s jittery Schoenberg renditions, And 
before long, Barry Adamson-style film jazz, 
replete with tinkly vibraphone and swirly gui- 
tar, takes over “Imperial.” Black lipstick and 
disembodied pricks — like the one adorning 
this record’s cover — aside, Lewis's penchant 
for informed instrumentation and experimental 
songcraft, along with his disinterest for the 
way things used to be done, is just what the 
ambient darkwave scene needs. It conve- 
niently makes “popular music” the most vul- 
gar utterance of all.

The rerelease of all the Eagles albums on Elektra/Asylum from 1972 
to 1980 allowed me the guilty pleasure of listening to the complete 
works of one of California’s two most successful pop bands. And | 
have to say that as much as | loved — OK, love — “One of These 
Nights,” for instance, and as many albums as the Eagles have sold, 
their collective songs don't hold a candle to those of the Beach Boys. 
In fact, as Stephen Thomas Erlewine points out in Al Music Guide, 
1976's Their Greatest Hits (1971-1975) (Asylum) was actually the 


bing Mirwais took for his work on Madonna's 
commercially disastrous 2003 album, 
American Life (Warner Bros.), French dance 
artists aren’t exactly taking over the U.S. main- 
stream these days. Fortunately, that hasn't 
deterred United State of Electronica from find- 
ing inspiration in /es discotheques francaises: 
not since VHS or Beta released 2002's Le Funk 
(On!) has a stateside rock act so exuberantly 
channeled French dance music as this seven- 
person group from Seattle. With nods to Studio 
54 and especially Parisians like Cassius, USE’s 
tres Chic debut fuses live instruments, synths, 
impossibly huge pop hooks, and vocoders 
galore — Cher’s “Believe” sounds positively 
subtle in comparison — into a nonstop party 
that should set free many a wallflower’s inner 
dancing queen. Yep, it’s that irresistible. 

It’s also, truth be told, extremely repetitive. 
Once the euphoric rush of the opening “It Is 
On!" and “Emerald City” fades, the songs are 
practically indistinguishable from one another. 
Not that it matters much given that, even at 
their most predictable, USE get by on sheer 
enthusiasm; like the Polyphonic Spree without 
the Jesus garb and creepy cult vibe, they 
sound so intoxicated by their own songs and 
uplifting message that it’s hard to imagine 
members ever performing without the world’s 
biggest perma-grins plastered across their 
faces. And when they're joyously commanding 
everyone to “Party ‘til we drop, don't stop / Get 
up and do it again” over grooves worthy of 
some serious rug cutting, their giddiness is 
entirely contagious.

| first found out about Eels from a reclusive 
friend named Goblyn who spent his days shav- 
ing his eyebrows and studying to be a morti- 
cian, so I've always associated the two entities 
fairly closely in my head.

That said, Eels may no longer be the 
band to queue up on your iPod while you're 
peering into a loved one’s bedroom window 
late at night, but Blinking Lights has virtues 
of its own. Tom Waits shows up to cry like a 


wonder the Eagles have set world records for backlash in the 
past 25 years.

Curmudgeonly corpulence, thy name is Van 
Morrison! The Irish singer-songwriter has 
sated himself, with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, with the same backward-looking blues, 
R&B, folk, and jazz recipes ever since he 
recorded 1968's hallucinatory Astral Weeks 
and 1970's eclectic Moondance (both Warner 
Bros.). Since then, the quality of his albums 
has depended on his level of engagement, 
often dropping into banal genre exercises 
when disinterested or floating into his trade- 
mark musical alchemy when focused. On 
Magic Time Morrison concentrates his powers 
for the most part, but occasionally he dips into 
his well of exhausted musical clichés. 

The album kicks off with two stunners. 
“Stranded” is a standard R&B ballad with 
excellent playing by pianist Brian Cofinor and 
sweet saxophone from Morrison. With a title 
like “Celtic New Year,” one would expect 
Celtic flourishes in the arrangement, but its 
straight soul sound makes the entrance of 
Paddy Maloney’s whistle all the more surpris- 
ing and delightful. Unfortunately, Morrison 
drops the ball on the next four tracks. The 
dull blues of “Keep Mediocrity at Bay” fea- 
tures obvious lyrics such as “Politics and reli- 
gion, superstition go hand in hand.” The band 
also slaughters the Sinatra tune “This Love of 
Mine” with a lack of swing and an insipid, 
nostalgia-driven jazz horn arrangement. 
Howling saxophones are just so yesterday. 

Luckily Morrison recovers on the rest of the 
album, The gorgeous “Just Like Greta” evokes 
lonesome estuaries. The title track is a slice of 
old-style soul with lush chord progressions, 
and “They Sold Me Out” exults in a gospel 
sound and idiosyncratic lyrics. That number 
and the rest of the highlights on Magic Time 
show just how good Morrison can be when he 
trusts himself as a songwriter and allows his 
material to ripen. Whenever he does other- 
wise, he becomes just another legend banking 
on his reputation. This album proves he 
doesn’t need to. Van Morrison performs

The funky base lines and soulful horns on 
Variable Unit's Mayhemystics OutBreaks 
give the album an old-school jazz feel while 
the skills of spin-masters DJ Zeph and DJ 
Quest add a contemporary breaks flare. 
Azeem's deep and slightly gruff voice injects 
intensity on “Something Is Happening,” 
while the underlying eerie, synthesized 
organ reinforces the apocalyptic sound of 
the song. This talented and underhyped Bay 
Area hip-hop outfit keep a careful balance of 
upbeat and mellow, political and positive.

Brocas Helm 
Defenders of the Crown (self-released) 


Like woolly mammoths thawed out after 
centuries inside a glacier, local trio Brocas 
Helm are back with their first new album in 
17 years. That's right, 77 years — and it’s 
not even a reunion album, as they've never 
actually broken up. The album, which came 
out in 2004, is a DIY effort from start to fin- 
ish, and while it looks the part, it doesn't 
sound it. There’s a time-warp quality at 
work here, but not in a depressing, has- 
been way. Brocas Helm have staked out the 
middle ground between Iron Maiden, Spinal 
Tap, and Motorhead, a peculiar niche involv- 
ing both subtle humor and genuine metal 
mastery. Bobby Wright's booming, authorita- 
tive voice is the welcome antithesis to the 
nuts-in-a-vice approach favored by most 
Maiden disciples, and while it’s been known 
to wander off key in-a live setting, it sounds 
great on the album. The hit here is “Skull- 
fucker” — which includes the priceless re- 
frain “Pain! / Torture! / Sex! / When you least 
expect it!” — but there are other standouts, 
ranging from silly (“Drink and Drive”) to se- 
rious and majestic (“Children of the Nova 
Dawn”). Metalheads, this band is a local 
historical treasure. Don’t miss out. (Will York)

Approaching the 
shore, one passes through a garden of Hard- 
man’s wooden sculptures (Miré-esque shapes 
generally evocative of marine life), but unlike’ 
other Antenna installations, there’s no specific 
path laid out for the audience; rather, each 
person takes the tour of the beach he or she 
wishes. Mingling with the daily life teeming 
there, much of the soundscape and narrative 
(which on opening weekend was admittedly 
still in the process of evolving) can soon be- 
come a dissonant, even unnecessary distrac- 
tion from the evocative surroundings, but this 
is still a memorable afternoon at the beach 
made both natural and strange by the focus 
we bring to it as a disparate and wandering

young brutes (Dennis Stowe and Angelo 
Fraboni). Less a plot than the atmospheric 
suggestion of one, the vague story line points 
to a woman recovering her strength and will 
to live in the midst of what could only be con- 
sidered a low point. It’s not a bad setting at all 
for the material — ranging from the well- to ~ 
the lesser-known, with lyrics by the likes of 
Bertolt Brecht, Ira Gershwin, and Ogden Nash 
— including the seedy esprit of “Pimp’s Bal- 
lad,” from Threepenny Opera (a duet with 
Vidnovic), and the crystalline sadness of the 
antiwar “Ballad of the Soldier’s Wife.” Accom- 
plished dancer-singer-actor Neuwirth (Chica- 
go’s Velma on Broadway; Lilith on TV’s 
Cheers) meanwhile brings poise and a taste- 
fully subdued showmanship to this subter- 
ranean rathskeller. (Avila)

“Cruelty is a form of goodness. I’ve decided 
this to be true.” Whether Belluso had Richard 
II in mind when he titled his socially con- 
scious domestic drama (Hobbes’s Leviathan is 
overtly central, and Nietzsche may not be far 
away), it’s notable that Shakespeare's villain 
bore a physical-deformity as the mark of a 
spiritual one in that play, while Belluso (him- 
self a wheelchair user since age 13) gives us a 
world of emotionally disabled, only the 
broadest spirit among them happening to be 
chair-bound with cerebral palsy. Part of 
Magic Theatre’s second annual Hothouse fes- 
tival (three world premieres in rotating reper- 
tory), artistic director Chris Smith helms a 
strong cast in a smart production of this un- 
even but inspired play, which bogs down in 
mechanical and melodramatic moments (at 
odds with its Brechtian self-consciousness) 
but elsewhere soars with lively ideas and bold 
humor. The Black Eyed: In an uncertain 
limbo strewn with loose pages, through which 
the wind blows but the row of illuminated 
clocks at the back seem fixed to a series of 
final moments, three Middle Eastern women 
from various times and places try to gain pas- 
sage through a doorway to the martyrs’ room 
guarded by a fourth, Aiesha (Nora El 
Samahy), who claims to be the only woman to 
have entered and returned to tell about it. 
Each has a reason for wanting to enter, and 
Aiesha demands their stories in turn: Delilah 
(Sofia Ahmad) — yes, that Delilah — Tamam 
(Bridgette Loriaux), and a third known only 
as the Architect (Atosa Babaoff) all present 
the dilemma of independence and desire in a 
world circumscribed by colonial power and 
patriarchal control. Palestinian American 
playwright Betty Shamieh’s politically salient 
feminist dream play, a bit statically staged by 
director Jessica Heidt, has passing poetry, 
humor, and imaginative wordplay at the serv- 
ice of its theme, but it never quite coheres into 
a dramatically compelling whole. (Avila)

Melrose’s staging 
and Raquel Barreto’s costumes (mixing peri- 
od and contemporary accents) heighten this 
dreamlike timelessness, while Garth Petal’s 
sly, modern take on the tragic Scot suggests 
the blood-soaked warrior wouldn't be out of 
place in a corporate boardroom. And while 
the intimacy defining their regicidal compact 
is not entirely persuasive, the cold intelligence 
and power lust of Lady Macbeth (Paige 
Rogers) definitely mark her as the CEO of 
that marriage. The ensemble cast (which in- 
cludes Keith C. Davis, Andrew Harkins, 
Daniel Krueger, and Jack Sale) is probably 
spread a little too thin in general, since per- 
formances are uneven, but despite ups and 
downs the production climbs to a potent 
crescendo. (Avila)

Andy (Matt Leshinskie, 
reviving a moribund character with ad- 
mirable vigor) is a man in his fifties who is 
convinced he’s dying. His long-suffering wife, 
Bel (Heidi Wolff), thinks so too, though who 
knows what part wishful thinking plays there. 
Still, he definitely looks the part. Meanwhile 
his sons (Florentino Gonzales and John An- 
drew Stillions) stay away. Only beloved 
daughter Bridget (Miranda Calderon) lingers 
by his side, but she’s been 16 and invisible for 
years (or “undead,” in the refrain of the 
Bauhaus tune she lip-syncs, a bella Lugosi to 
her father's rocky horror). The play’s dialogue 
—a blend of concision and excess as alter- 
nately illuminating, playful, and garish as the 
enormous moon (with its changing faces) 
dominating James Flair and Paul Rasmussen’s 
set design — comes across with varying de- 
grees of success, but artistic director John 
Wilkins’s idiosyncratic take on Pinter’s coy 
portrait of a dissolving family decidedly not 
gathered around the deathbed of its flawed 
patriarch is a generally sure and visually ar- 
resting reproduction.

f you're at all interested in alternative 

performances in altemative spaces, the 

place to be for the next two weekends is 
way out in the Bayview district. That’s 
where Jo Kreiter is staging something like 
a homecoming party in Joanna Haigood’s 
Zaccho Studio (Kreiter started out with Za- 
ccho Dance Theatre). Aerial work has be- 
come deeply ingrained in Bay Area dance, 
but with her Flyaway Productions, Kreiter 
has given it a uniquely personal twist. She 
calls her work “apparatus-based” — 
using poles, swings, ladders, trapezes, and even a suspended steel fence, 
most of which is constructed especially for her. In addition to projecting 
images of female power and strength (mental as well as physical), Kreit- 
er’s choreography is among the most socially conscious in a socially con- 
scious city. She has looked at issues involving water, labor, poverty, and 
female grieving. In the newest of these pieces, Whose Seeds These Are, 
Kreiter takes on the case of a farmer who is being persecuted by the 
Monsanto corporation regarding the use of genetically modified seed. In 
addition to excerpts of earlier pieces, the program also features two com- 
missions: a solo for Kreiter by Kathleen Hermesdorf and a duet by former 
company members Leslie Seiters and Rachael Lincoln. Thurs.—Sat., 
8:30 p.m., 1777 Yosemite, Ste.

Hate gets 
the boot in Canadian playwright David 
Gow’s 1998 drama about a Jewish lawyer 
(Aaron Davidman) assigned to defend a neo-

If only the story were as snug a fit as the 18- 
eyelet cherry Doc Martin combat boot that 
skinhead Mike (Eric Rhys Miller) waxes on 
about. Set as a series of alternating mono- 
logues and meetings between the liberal-but- 
conflicted Toronto attorney and his hate- 
filled client (in prison for kicking a South 
Asian man to death), the play’s investigation 
of the social and psychological roots of vio- 
lence answers Mike’s deadly metaphor of the 
abused white foot avenging itself in the 
armor of the German-made boot, with the 
human interdependence symbolized by the 
Jewish prayer shawl. Naomi Newman grace- 
fully directs two strong performances, but the 
characters can’t help coming off as a little ar- 
tificial, owing to their thinly sketched back- 
grounds (meant, at the same time, to carry a 
good deal of thematic weight) and to the 
playwright’s often heavy-handed point-mak- 
ing (Mike to lawyer Danny: “In an ideal 
world Id see you eliminated; in this world I 
need you more than I need anyone”). It may 
follow, but it hardly helps when, by the end, 
the characters refer to the symbolic value of 
their Biblical namesakes. (Avila)

Antoine awkwardly cuts the jumper 
down and takes him home. From this point 
forward, the comedy hinges on Antoine’s un- 
ending dedication to the stranger, Louis (José 
Garcia) — he keeps Louis out of trouble; he 
lands Louis a job at a chic restaurant; he re- 
furbishes Louis’ love affair with his ex-girl- 
friend, Blanche. All of these tasks provide for 
endless:pratfalls to the point that it seems like 
Antoine must enjoy being put through the 
ringer. But alas, this isn’t a realm of reality or 
even common sense; rather, director Pierre 
Salvadori places us in a storybook world of 
fancy restaurants, cutesy apartments, and, 
against all better cliché-judgment, a lumines- 
cent flower shop. Perhaps because of the 
bourgeoisie sets or the firmly formulaic plot, 
Aprés Vous feels more like shopping than film 
— a consumptive excursion wherein love is 
something one acquires rather than feels.

Dead Meat Screw the calendar. You know 
it’s officially summertime when the living 
dead come out to play. Though this Irish im- 
port lacks the witty zest that made Shaun of 
the Dead — another recent, U.K.-set zombie 
flick — a new-school horror classic, Conor 
McMahon’s Dead Meat has enough quirks to 
satisfy seasoned Night of the Living Dead afi- 
cionados. As road-tripper Helena (Marian 
Aratijo) discovers one perfect, pastoral day in 
the countryside, a mad cow outbreak has 
spread from surly bovines to recently dead 
humans, who are neither Romero-style lum- 
berers nor Boyle-style sprinters (they do, 
however, pause for a snooze when needed). 
Helena’s frantic dash for safety is aided by the 
local grave-digger, a reluctantly friendly fellow 
motorist, and her own high-heeled shoes, 
which prove to be quite useful tools for 
punching holes in undead heads. Some satis- 
fying gore and the Irish angle (an abandoned 
castle provides refuge; “Fook off!” is the film’s 
most-repeated line) add flair to what’s essen- 
tially a pretty familiar spin on the zombie 
genre — and I’m not saying that’s a bad thing.

15 Singaporean director Royston Tan extends 
a short into his first full-length feature expos- 
ing the gritty urban youth culture in his home 
country.

De- 
rived from short stories in coscenarist Gerard 
Shapiro’s collection Bad Jews, this midlife-cri- 
sis tale needs more of its source material’s ab- 
surdist bite and style.

Cinderella Man Ron Howard’s Cinderella Man 
has more in common with Seabiscuit than 
with any other recent movie — and that in- 
cludes the similarly boxing-themed Million 
Dollar Baby. Based on the real-life rise, fall, 
and rise again of Depression-era heavyweight 
Jim Braddock (Russell Crowe, solid as always), 
Cinderella Man aims to show how Braddock 
became a hard-times hero to a nation that was 
really, really holdin’ out for one. After we taste 
Braddock’s initial success, circa 1928, we zoom 
ahead to 1933, where life sucks. The family 
(including wife Mae, played by Renée Zell- 
weger) is now poverty-stricken, and Braddock 
has unjustly had his boxing license revoked. 
When he finally gets a second chance, the 
comeback trail leads him to Max Baer (Craig 
Bierko), notorious for killing two opponents 
in the ring. As their big bout approaches, the 
angle of Braddock as “an inspiration” to 
downtrodden Americans is suddenly tossed 
into the mix. It feels a little like screenwriters 
Cliff Hollingsworth and Akiva Goldsman 
(who also penned Howard’s A Beautiful Mind) 
belatedly realized they needed more context, 
lest their script just be about a really nice guy 
who managed to become a champion again 
after a couple of rough years.

The Longest Yard It’s an Adam Sandler movie 
— which means its built-in audience doesn’t 
give a crap about what any critic thinks. For 
what it’s worth, this remake of the 1974 flick 
about an unlikely football game between a 
team of prison guards (boo!) and a team of 
inmates (yay!) isn’t exactly overloaded with 
guffaws, though costar Chris Rock is good for 
at least a handful. And don't look for a repeat 
of The Waterboy — Sandler is way more mel- 
ow (some might say “sleepwalking”) under 
the helmet this time around. The Longest Yard 
plays for the most part like a music video; the 
climactic game is underscored by what ap- 
pears to be the largest assemblage of clichéd 
rock, pop, and hip-hop tunes in soundtrack 
history.

The endless snarkfests characteristic 
of typical past Araki screenplays have been 
replaced by sincerity, sweetness, and most 
important, actual material. The film’s source, 
Scott Heim’s 1995 novel that explores the 
post-traumatic stories of two boys victimized 
by a pedophile, allows the director to drape 
his trademark glossy sheen over a story of 
substance, and Araki’s visual sense — always 
his strongpoint — proves ideal for adapta- 
tion-style embellishment. Better still, Myste- 
rious Skin’s sexual politics, particularly dur- 
ing this conservative era, are so dedicated to 
logic and truth that they’re quietly radical.

‘Shake Hands 
with the Devil’ 


Absolution not 


he documentary-as-therapy format is nothing especially new — though re- 

cent political incarnations (like Errol Morris's The Fog of War) have raised 

some problems that films with more personal topics have been able to 
avoid. Shake Hands with the Devil tells Canadian general Roméo Dallaire’s story 
of the 1994 genocide in Rwanda 
and is based on the book of the 
same name he wrote recollecting 
the experience. Dallaire was in 
charge of the United Nations mis- 
sion there, presiding over a tiny 
force, vastly underarmed and com- 
posed primarily of troops from Bel- 
gium, the country’s former colonial 
occupier. Dallaire is astutely aware 
of the role the West played in stok- 
ing tribal animosity between Hutus 
and Tutsis, and he points out the 
disparity between the usual Ameri- 
can response to white folks killing each other (for example, in Kosovo) and the 
deafening silence surrounding the massacre of 800,000 black Africans. After 
Belgium withdraws its troops, Dallaire pleads with the West for reinforcement to 
help prevent what he sees as the imminent danger to Tutsis and moderate 
Hutus, but is told by U.N. officials and the Clinton administration that they aren't 
looking to get involved in “another Somalia.” This exposure of the failings of an 
international system motivated by profit and the battle for market share is valu- 
able, and Dallaire helps poke holes in the theory that the U.N. is a body some- 
how above the fray of what United States foreign policy dictates. But Dallaire 
Clings to the mythology of the West's roles as world savior and police force and 
is devastated by the incongruity between that conviction and the events that 
unfold in Rwanda. Bearing witness to this tragedy is powerful, but once that’s 
over, director Peter Raymont is more interested in providing the best scenario 
for Dallaire’s on-screen repentance, leaving only very limited occasion for a crit- 
ical reflection on the general’s own behavior. Dallaire’s clinically verified, pub- 
licly displayed guilt is interpreted only as indication of his saintly inner nature, a 
conclusion that would benefit from some expansion into deeper questions about 
the U.N.’s role in preventing humanitarian crisis, and whether the genocide was 
really about “paradise assaulted by the devil.” Raymont’s documentary raises 
some relevant questions about whether we should let military leaders off the

The megalopolis 


mong other things, Mexico City is famous 

for pollution, crime, poverty, and over- 

crowding. And granted, all these qualities 

are in evidence in Mexico’s capital, which, 

with a population of 22 million people, is 
the second-largest city in the world. But it’s also 
a fantastically diverse, exciting, confounding, 
vital megalopolis — New York City times three, 
mostly in Spanish. 

You can check out the vast scope of the city 
from the observatory at the top of the Torre 
Latinoamericana (Eje Central Lazaro Cardenas 
2, Centro Histérico, 5518-7423). From there 
you'll see the mountains circling the city, a dull 
haze of smog on bad days, endless clay-red 
roofs, and countless taxis, all green and white. 

Down below, in many of the city’s 350 colo- 
nias, or neighborhoods, there’s a humming but 
remarkably relaxed street culture. Walk around 
the Zécalo (main square), the Alameda Central 
park, la Zona Rosa (the gay district), Condesa (a 
trendy neighborhood with a lovely park and lots 
of cafés), or Coyoacan (where, on weekend 
evenings, people gather in Parque Hidalgo to 
wander, eat, and watch street performers), or 
any of the major markets, many of which occu- 
py whole city blocks. 

I was struck by scenes of huge piles of dis- 
carded flowers at day’s end at Mercado Jamaica 
(Jamaica metro stop), the treasure trove of trin-

kets at Mercado la Merced (Merced metro), and 
the mariachi supply stores around La Lagunilla 
market (two blocks east on Eje 1 Norte from the 
Garibaldi metro stop; the surrounding streets 
turn into a flea market on Sundays). 

The superb metro system (last train at mid- 
night) will get you within walking distance of 
many destinations, and at two pesos it’s one of 
the city’s best bargains for people-watching. 
Depending on the line and the time of day, 
you'll find vendors coming in and out of the 
cars at every stop and, in a sort of singsong rap, 
selling CDs, lollipops, herbal supplements, and 
newspapers, telling jokes, or raising funds for 
AIDS charities. Many of the stations have ex- 
hibits on local art, history, and architecture. 

_ There are numerous “must-see” museums, 
with all the opportunity and obligation that im- 
plies. Chief among them is the dizzyingly large 
Museo de Antropologia (Paseo de la Reforma 
and Gandhi, Bosque de Chapultepec, 5553- 
6381). At Frida Kahlo and Diego Rivera’s long- 
time residence, now Museo Frida Kahlo 
(Londres 247, Coyoacan, 5554-5999), Kahlo’s 
mastery is on full display. Rivera’s mural on 
Mexican civilization can be seen at the Palacio 
Nacional (east side of the Zocalo, Centro 
Histérico). If, like me, you're partial to smaller, 
less consequential museums, you'll get a kick 
out of the footwear museum El Museo del

Calzado (Bolivar 27, Centro Histérico, 5512- 
1311, ext. 35), which features a shoe sculpture 
of Don Quixote, hundreds of historical pairs 
and famous people’s shoes, and other items of 
interest to the footwear enthusiast. The lesser- 
known El Museo de la Ciudad de México has 
rotating art exhibitions and a standing exhibit 
on city history and culture (Pino Suarez 30, 
Centro Histérico, 5542-0487). 

For all the city’s million attractions, some of 
the best times involve doing nothing special in 
no particular place at all. Sitting on a fountain- 
side park bench, I struck up conversations with 
a family visiting from Oaxaca, some teenage 
schoolgirls, and a writer who, at my request, 
went with me to one of his favorite local restau- 
rants. We stuffed ourselves on huaraches and en- 
chiladas and got nicely sauced on micheladas — 
beer with lemon juice, ice, Tabasco, and salt on 
the rim. He encouraged me to let experimenta- 
tion be my guide in the city’s countless eateries, 
which led me to the budget-friendly and appro- 
priately named Café El Popular, in the Centro 
Hist6rico and open 24/7 (Avenida 5 de Mayo 52, 
open 24/7, 5518-6081), the more upscale Café 
Tacuba (Tacuba 28, 5518-4950), and the tradi- 
tional Mexican sweet shop Dulceria de Celaya (5 
de Mayo 39, 5521-1787). 

On my last day, I was delighted to see a re- 
minder of San Francisco in Mexico City. Early in 
the evening I was sitting at El Angel, a grand 
monument to Mexican independence. The 
Angel floated against a blue-white sky turned 
pale by the rays of the descending sun, and as it 
grew dark, bicyclists, the Angel’s legions,
